Protection, which had for too many 
Years prevailed in the County of K/ken- 
2y, and was the real Source from whence 
the Practice of Horſe, Cow and Sheep- 
Mealing, and Houſe-breaking ſprang, 
and continued ſo long in that County; 
for while the many honeſt and well- 
meaning Men, either through Indolence 
or Backwardneſs, ſuffer.a few who re- 

gard only their own Profit, and not the

Behaviour, old Mr. Robbins had fuch an 
Opinion of my Father, that a little be- 
fore his Death, he recommended him to 
his eldeſt Son George Robbins, Eſq; as a 
Perſon his Son might ſafely. confide in, 
and old Mr. Robbins dying in the Beginning. 
of December, 1724, his Son George Robbins, 
on the Recommendation of his Father, and 

on his own Knowledge and Obſervation 
of my Father's Behaviour, continued him 
and his Family in the ſame Holding, 
and with the fame Freedom and Allow- 
ances which my Father had enjoyed under 
old Mr. Robbins; and my Father's Beha- 
viour under George Robbins, Eſqʒ having 
greatly ingratiated him to his Maſter and 
Miſtreſs, Mrs. Robbins made my Father 
take me from a Country School, which 1 
daily went to, and brought me into her 
Houſe, at Ballyduff, where ſhe had me in- 
ſtructed by a Country School-Maſter, whom 
ſhe paid for coming thither frequently for 
that Purpoſe ; but I generally attended as 
Pantry-boy, and at Table, and being very 
active and nimble, my Miſtreſs grew fon- 
der of me; ſhe was very ſtrict in keeping 
me to my Duty, but as I grew up, I became 
more careleſs, and attended all the little 
Country Dances, Diverſions and Meetings, 
and became what is among them deemd 
2 a good Dancer ; and my own natural In- 
2 Clinations 
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eli nations hurrying me into the Count 
Diverſions too frequently, ſo as to cle 
giving proper Attendance in my Service, 
in my Maſter's Family. My Maſter who 
is very eaſy in his Temper, and withall 
very infirm, ſo as to be obliged to uſe

Crutches generally; directed my Father to 


correct me, which he frequently did, and 
ſometimes ſo very ſeverely, that my good- 


Mmatur d Maſter frequently icolded him, for 


being over ſevere to me, but my Father 
told him, that I was ſo much bent on pur- 
ſuing my Pleaſures, that I never would 
eome to any Good, unleſs I was kept more 
Cloſely. confin'd to ſome Buſineſs, which 
would not allow me the ſame Time. and 
Opportunities of purſuing my idle Diver-

I then gloried in being my own 
Maſter, not regarding the wholeſome Ad- 
vice of Mr. Robbins or my Father. 

I then married, and with the Fortune F 


got with my Wife, and what I had myſelf, 


fet up publick Buſmeſs in Waterford ; 
in ſpite of ſeveral Gentlemen of the City, 
who oppoſed me, ſaying, I had no Right, 
as not being free of the City. I was then 
clever Times ſummoned to the Hall, be- 
fore I took the leaſt Notice of any Sum- 


mons. I then appeared upon the twelfth 
Summons, and one of the Gentlemen then

I then quitted Waterford, vowing Re- 


me, and came to Thimaſtown, in the Coun- 
ty of Kilkenny, where I remained till my 
Money was quite out, and I was fifty 
Pound in Debt.

chard Dooling, aforeſaid ; where, after 
blackning our Faces and lighting our - 
Candles abroad, Reddy. defired Dooling and 
me to take a Sledge, which we brought 
from a neighbouring Forge, and to break 
open a Saſh Window ; but I anſwered Red · 
dy, and ſaid, he had the beſt Right to go 
in, being experienced; to which he reply'd, 
that he would, but that he was afraid of be- 
ing known. I then whiſper'd Docling, and 
told him, I imagin'd Reddy Was a Coward, 
and that we ought not to truſt him as Sen- 
try, as he objected to the going in. I then 
called Reddy to reach the Candles to Dool.

In the Vear 1745, it was currently re- 
ported in and about Thomaſtown, and all 


; the Neighbourhood, that one William Fo ce 
of Euniſteague, had loſt a Quart Bottle full 


of Gold, which as it was ſaid was found by. 
a Servant-boy of his, in a Heap of Mault 


which Report reached my Ears, and ſoon 
afterwards I heard that the Servant had 


returned the Money ; upon which I apply'd 


to John Reddy, and inform'd him, that the 


Cath was then in Foyce's Houſe, and deſir- 
ed. him to procure me two Strangers to 
aſſiſt me to rob Joyce, which he immedi- 


ately conſented to, but did not procure 
them before three Days were expired; in

But not minding 
ſich an Excuſe, we made a cloſe Search, 
and found in Mr, Joyce's Cheſt of Drawers, 
for rty Guineas, with” ſome Plate; and alſo 
got a large Quantity of Halfpence i in a Bag, 
which we 1magin'd at firſt to be Gold, but 
afterwards found ourſelves miſtaken. We 
then departed from Enniſteague, and I came 


din ectly to Thomaſtown ; rand each of the 5 


reſt to his reſpective Place of Abode. 

In two or three Days afterwards, I was 
going — Enmſteague, and thought

John Welſh, who was a Cotter under Mr. 
Robbins, and whom I imagin'd to be fit for 
my Purpoſe; I was not miſtaken, for I 
no ſooner diſcovered my Intention to him, 
than he readily conſented to aſſiſt me. I 
then defired Welſb to meet me at Thomas= 
town Bridge about Sun-ſet ; as I judged Sir 
William's Man would not come by till it 
was duſkiſh. I then invited two or three 
honeſt Neighbours to drink with me, that 
if Sir William's Man ſhould happen to 
know me, the Caſe might be the plainer at 
my Side; I alſo fat in a Window frontin 
the Road, ſo that twas impoſſible for him 
to go by unknown to me. When it was 
duſkiſh I made an Excuſe to my Company, 
and told them I had a Call to my own 
| Houſe, and would be back with them in a 
little Time. I then went five or fix hun- 
dred Yards beyond the Town, and was not 
there two Minutes, before Sir Milliams 
Man .came by. 1 intended changing my 
Cloaths, but his ſudden Approach prevented 
me. When he came within five or ſix 
Yards of me, he aſk'd who was there? To 
which I made no Reply, imagining he 
would know my: Voice,; but when he came 
within Reach of me, I ſeized him and drag- 
ged him from off the Horſe, and pinion'd 
him in ſuch a Manner that he could not 
ſtir, and took from him fourteen Pounds

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only, inſtead of the hundred Pounds which 
Fexpected. I then made all poſſible Speed 
back to my Company (but took Care to 
hide the Money for Gar of a Search). F 
ſtay'd drinking with my Company till 
twelve o'Clock that Night. In ſome hort 
Time after I met Jobn Reddy, who was very 
anxious to know from me, whether I knew 
of the Robbery committed on Sir William's 
Servant, I utterly deny'd I did. Reddy then 
ſaid, as did the Neighbours alſo, that they 
believed he. loft no Money, but that he 
= * it himſelf. Hi 
Sir William's Servant then gave Jnfotrags 
tion "againſt one of the Neighbours whom 
he ſaid, he verily. belived was the Perſon 
that robbed him; but the Neighbours in 
general inſiſted, that the Man he charged 
was honeſt, and I knowing him to be ſo, 
uſed my Endeavours. to influence ſome of 
the Neighbours, with whom I had a par- 
ticular Acquaintance to bail the Man. 
1 lay by for ſome Time after, till Felix 
Donnelly aforeſaid, one of my Spies in- 
formed me, that one Mr. Anderſon of Dun- 
bell, in the County of Kilkenny, who was 
an Hearth- money Collector, had lately re- 
ceived four hundred Pounds, which he faid 
that he had in the Houſe, and was poſi- 
tive thereof, having ſuch ſure Intelligence. 
And further ſaid, that if he went with me

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that Night, he would be known; therefore | 
deſired me to get ſome other Perſon in his: 
Place, as he was fure he would be ſuſpected 
for that Robbery. I then told him he may 
ſecure himſelf as well as he could, for that 
IJ could get Men excluſive of him to aid and 
aſſiſt me in robbing Mr. Ander/on, and that 
F did not want his Aſſiſtance. I then told 
him, that Fob» Reddy, Richard Dooling and 
Jobn Motley. ſhould be my Aceomplices, 
and that I would alſo apply to John Reddy, 
to get me two more; and upon Applica- 
tion to Reddy he told me, he knew no Per- 
ſon ſo fit for my Purpoſe, as one James 
Bulger, who was a near Relation of Richard 
Dooling's, and an experienced Sheep-ſtealer, 
and believed he would make a very fit 
Hand if he was employ'd. We then ap- 
pointed a Night to meet at eleven o' Clock, 
and conclude this Matter, at a remarkable 
Place, near Mr. Ander ſon's Houſe, and we 
accordingly met and agreed upon robbing 
the Houſe, Nem. Cn. We then lighted 
our Candles on the outſide of the Houſe, 
and finding the Houſe to be very ſtrong, 
we attacked ſeveral Windows with proper 
Utenſils for the Purpoſe, to baffle the Peo- 
ple within, whom we apprehended to be 
upon their Guard, ſo that they could not 
Judge which Window: we intended to get 
mat. At length we imagin'd Delays were 
OSS 101 1 dangerous, 
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and broke open a Window by 
a Stratagem, which was as follows: I plant- 


ed Motley at one Side, and Reddy at the 


other Side of the Houſe, „ith Directions to 
make a prodigious great Noiſe at the Win- 


dow of each Side. During which Time 


Bulger, Dooling and I got in, and we no 
ſooner entered, than we knddr'd down two 
Men who were poſted as Sentries to guard 


the Houſe. "Ms. Anderſon at the fame 
Time ſtood at ſome Diſtance from them 


encouraging them, but to no Purpoſe, for 
we ſoon made ourſelves Maſters of the 


Houſe, and rifled it of What was moſt con- 


ſiderable, which was Plate and ſome Mo- 
ney, but as I underſtood afterwards, Mrs. 


Anderſon had a Purſe of Gold, which ſhe 


took an Opportunity of droppiug into a Tub 
of dirty Water, Which was the Gold my 
Spy had got an Account of. I then quit- 
ted the Houſe with Reluctance, ng 3 
miſſed ſo conſiderable a Booty, and came 
to Thoma ſtoꝛon, and each of che reſt to their 
66: e Places of Abode. 

Soon after Mr. Robbins: of Ballyduff, font 


for me, and adviſed me to quit Thomaſtown, 


faping, it was a Place of no Frade or Bu- 
fines, and to ſend my Wife to him as 
Houſe: keeper,and my Child to my Father's, 


at which I did not * at all Overjoy'd, but 


nz that 1 in Compliance to his Advice and 
Directions 
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Directions I would do ſo, but in fact was 
inwardly pleaſed to be then at my full Li- 
berty to take a Fling where I pleaſed. 
Mr. Robbins then ſpoke to his Siſter to 
prevail upon me to go and live in the Houſe 
with him as his own Servant, but | refus'd 
her. He then ſent her a ſecond Time, in 

his own Name, and the Reaſon I then aſ- 
ſigned for refuſing was, that as my W ife 

was in the Houſe before, if any extraordi- 
nary Extravagance happen'd, it might be 
imputed to me, upon which ſhe an{wer'd, 

that her Brother would never forgive me if 

I did not go. I at length conſented to go 

and live in Mr. Robbinss Houſe, hut at the 
ſame Time told Mr. Robbins's Siſter, that 1 
choſe to go abroad, being inwardly in Dread. 
that the: Facts I committed would come to 
Light; ſhe affigned ſeveral Cireumſtances 
and Reaſons why I could do better at 
home; as alſo, ſet forth the Expences and 
other Inconveniencies that attended Tra- 
velling in a ſtrange Country. I then urged 
the former Mrs. Robbins's (my good Bene- 
factor's Death, and that I could not well 
withſtand the Sight of any other Woman 
in her Place, in that Houſe) Mr. Robbins 
being then married to a ſecond Wife. Up- 
on which ſhe aſſur'd me, that the then 
Mrs. Robbins expreſs'd a great deal of 

MF Friendſhip for me, as I liv'd fo long in the 
EW 
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Family, and believ'd ſhe would be very 
kind to me. I anſwer' d, that if ſhe was 
not kind to me that I would ſtay but a ſhort 
Time with her, and that I alſo ſhould have 
Keeping for a Mare (I then had) in Mr. 


 Robbins's Stable along with his own Horſes ; 


for that if I wanted to go about my own 
Buſineſs, I did not chuſe to ride any of his 


FHorſes; at the ſame Time well knowing 


within myſelf, the Truth of my Mare, and. 
that I did not imagine he had a Horſe ſo. 
fit for my Purpoſe ; ſhe then told me 1 
ſhould not only vs that beſides my Wages, 


but ſeveral other Benefits not mentioned 


to me. Upon whictr I went to the Houſe, 
where I had not been long before I diſco- 


| ver d, that Mr. Robbins's chiefeſt Motive for 
hiring me, was, that as there was ſuch a 


Diſturbance then in the Country, and that 3 
he was not only well aſſured of my Ho- 
neſty, but of my Courage, that I would be 


a great Means: to defend his Houfe from 


any Attempt that could be made on it. 

During which Time Dooling, Donnelly and 
Motley, aforeſaid, together with one "wh 
Miles and Peter , robbed:one Edmund 
Prendergaſt, a Tenant of my Lord Carricꝶ's, 
about the latter End of the Year, 1745, 


of the Sum of forty Pounds or 1 4x 


whoſe” Houſe (by what I learned) was. ſet: | 


for them by a. Girl, a Relation of Don- 
 ely's,, who reſorted. the Houſe. [ 
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which Lord Carrick's Steward wrote to him 
to Dublin, that his Tenant was robbed. 
In Anſwer to which, my Lord Carrick de- 
ſired him to ſpare no Coſt in apprehending 
Dooling, or any other ſuſpected Perſon in that 
Neighbourhood; upon which my Lord's 
Steward employ'd Spies about the Neigh- 
bourhood to find out Dooling, and others 
whom he ſuſpected, and alſo prepared Men 
and Arms. 

On a Sunday in the Afternoon, my then 
Maſter, Mr. Robbins deſired me to prepare 


4 myſelf to go the next Morning to Carrick, 


to buy a Hogthead of Wine and other Ne- 
ceſſaries for his Houſe; and the ſame Even- 
ing I fell ſick, but notwithſtanding. I got 
up early on Monday Morning, and ſet out 


for Carrick, where finding myſelf ſtill un-

fent anſwer d, that I ſhould not quit her

pox appeared through my Skin the next 
Morning, upon which the Phyſician was 


ſent for, Who in a ſhort time deſpaired of 


my Recovery, as did alſo all People who

did, a pl begg'd of him not to make mention 


of a dying Man's Name (meaning me) for 
that 15 he had a mind to turn King's Evi- 


dence to ſave his own Life, he believed he | 
could bring in a good many excluſive of 
me (Dooling not knowing at the ſame time 


that Welſh was one of my Party.) To 
which Doaling anſwered, that he would 
Death than mention my N 
for that he loved me above all men hvi 
and deſired Welſb not to inform me of 


Confinement, till I was in a State of Re- 


covery, which he hoped would be before 
the Aſſizes.

. TI then recovered, and was. ; tald_ by An 
derſon and Welch of Dooling's Confinement; 


which gave me a Shock, and I immedi- 
ately remitted him Money by Anderſon ; as 


J would not ſend Welch a ſecond Time to 
13 the better to avoid ee 4 ſtill 


fed 
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fed him with Money till his Trial was over, 
and that he was condemned to die, at Lent 
Affizes 1746; at which Time I learned, 
that ſeveral Gentlemen promiſed to join get- 
ting him a Reprieve, provided he would diſ- 


cover his Accomplices in the ſeveral Robbe- 


ries he was in. 
He then conſented to diſcover, but I had 


a Friend in Goal at the ſame time, one 


Patrick Healy, who daily inſinuated to him, 
that it was of no Uſe or Advantage to him 


to diſcover any thing, as he received Sen- 


| tence of Death; and that the Gentlemen 
had no other View: than after he had made 
Diſcovery to leave him as he was, without 


troubling themſelves about a Reprieve. 


But notwithſtanding he told the Gentle- 
men, that there was a Man blind of an 
Eye, who had a Bay Mare, that liv'd at 
tha other Side of Thomaſtown Bridge, whom 
he aſſured them would be very troubleſome 


in that Neighbourhood after his Death.. 


When Healy diſcovered that he told the 
Gentlemen, he one Night took an Oppor- 
tunity, and made Dooling fuddled, and pre- 
vailed upon him to take his Oath he never 
' would give the leaſt Hint about me any 
more. He alſo repreſented to him the Pe- 


_Halty that attended infringing upon his 


Oath ; but more eſpecially, as he was 
at that Time near his End, which had 


the deſired Efect 3: for he never men- 


tioned 
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tioned my Name, nor even any Thing re- 


lative to me. I lay by for a conſiderable 
Time after, and in the mean time, Miles 


and Peter Donnelly, aforeſaid, who were 
concerned with Doo/ng, in the Robbery 
committed on my Lord's Steward, went off 


to England, and John Reddy was at this 
Time taken up, on Suſpicion of ſtealing a 


Horſe, and ſome Cows from his Siſter- in- 
law, with whom Bulger was in Compa- 


ny, for which Reddy was ſent to Kilkenny 


Goal. All the Gentlemen in the Neighbour- 
hood ſaid that they believed Reddy was 


Chief in all or moſt of the Robberies com- 
mitted in and about the Neighbourhood, 
Which Reddy's Wife inform'd me of; but 
told me that if ſhe had five Guineas to give 


a certain Friend of her's, he would get her 


Huſband out of Goal. I told her that if 
that would extricate him, I would either 
ive her the Money or the Value of it in 
late, which ſhe ſaid would do as well, 


Upon which I gave her a Plate. Watch, 


a Snuff-box and a Pound Weight of 
Plate; and told her, at the ſame time, 
I had an Affair on foot which would con- 
vince the Gentlemen in the Neighbourhood 
that her Huſband was innocent of the 
Facts, for which he was ſuſpected. 


In ſome time after, there came a Gentle- 
man to Mr. Robbins's, with two Servants, 


ho were for three Days importuning me 
nh and 
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and a Gardener of Mr. Robbins's to go to 
Thomaſtown to drink, which TI at length 
conſented to, and they ſaddled their Mal 
ters Horſes kor the Gardener and me, and 


we accordingly rode to 7. homaſtown, where 


we no ſooner came, than I went to a Friend's 


Houſe of mine who was then in Bed, but 
ſoon let me in, and gave me the Key of 


the Cellar to get drink for me and my 
Company, as he could not attend us him- 
{elf, being unwell, but he deſired I might 
keep an Account of what Drink we had ; 

we had about ſeven or eight Shillings 
worth of Liquor. The Gentleman's Ser- 
vants thought the Charge too great, and 
ſaid, they would not pay ſo much, upon 
Which 1 went to the Landlord and told 
him, I would be no longer troubled about 


his Reckoning, but that I would pay my 


Part of it and quit the "Houſe ; and upon 
my Return down Stairs from the Landlord, 
I was attacked by. the two Servants, who 
ſtruck at me, one of them holding my Fin- 
ger in his Mouth, and the Gardener holdin 


"the: Candle for Gem, until he obſerv'd that 


I cut one of them with a Piece of a Board 
which happened in my Way, and obliged 
them to go back to the Room they Were 


in before, in order to ſettle the Reckoning; ; 


but upon examining their Pockets, they 


had or one e rag "ar: Pe among 
2 5 75 them, 
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them, which occaſioned me: to: ſuſpect they 
came there to ſconce the Houſe; therefore, 
advifed the Landlord to keep one of their 
Maſter's Horſes till he was paid, which he 
accordingly did. In the mean time, the 
Gardener and one of the 5ervants ſtole away, 
and left him that I cut behind; ſo I was 

oblig'd to help him home to Mr. Robhins's. 
I then imaginꝰd that Mr. Robbins would dif- 
charge me, ſo I took an Opportunity of 
giving up my Accounts to one of the Ser- 
vants, before Mr. Robbius was up in the 
Morning, and quitted his Service. | 

I then concluded to rob one Mrs. Mount- 
fort, at Derrynelunch, in the County of Kil- 
kenny; as much to convince the Neighbours 
that Reddy was innocent (who was then con- 
fin'd) as for the Sake of her Money, and ſent 
for John Anderſon, Joſeph Welſh, John 
Motley, James Bulger and John Welſh, and 
deſired they would meet me at a certain 
Night and Place, that I appointed for that 
Purpoſe. They did not all come the Night 
appointed; as Buſger in his Way happen'd 
to go into an Ale-houſe to drink, where 
he was not long before one Owen Donnelly, 

a Jobber rode up to the Door, and called 
for a Quart of Ale, whom Bulger ſpy d, 

and dogg'd to a private Place, after he 
quitted — a Houſe, and robb'd him of a 

fall _ and rode off to the Ds of 
: C one 
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one Kineeban in Burnt-Church, which he fre 
quented; from whence he ſent me Word 
he could not come ſo ſpeedily as [ expected, 


but was with me ſoon after. 


I then took a Tour to Waterford, ac- 
companied by Bulger and Foſeph Welſh, 
where we remained for three Days, think- 
ing to get a Set made upon ſome Houſe, but 


could find no Place where we thought we 


could with Safety break into; upon which 
we returned to the County of Kilkenny. I 


then ſent Bulger for Motley, and ſome o- 


thers of my Gang, in order to put my 


Scheme of robbing Mrs. Mount fort in Ex- 
.-ecution. We ſoon met, and when we came 


to a Hill near her Houſe, being in De- 


- cember 1746, we light our Candles and 
| blackened our Faces. I then ſent Motley, 


Bulger, Joſeph Welſh and Jobn Anderſon to 


the Back of the Houſe, in order to break 
in,. as I was too well known by the Servants 


to go in myſelf, where they broke open a 
Window with a Sledge, and robb'd the 


Houſe of Plate and Money to the Value of 


two hundred Pounds. I then carried the 
Booty to Ba 4 7 and lodg'd it with John 


L ren and Foſeph Welſh, then Servants 


to Mr. Robbins, —_ they took ſpecial Care 


to lodge under Ground, in Mr. Robbins's 
Pigeon Houſe, where it remained for a 
oonſiderable time after. 
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There was ſych an Alarm around the 
whole Country at this Time, that moſt of 
the Gentlemen had fixed Watches on their 
Houſes at Night. Soon after Felix Donnelly 
and James Donnelly, two of my Gang were 
taken up, on Suſpicion for Mrs. Mountfort's 
Robbery, as they were Fellows of an in- 
famous Character, .tho' not concern'd in it; 
which I no ſooner heard, than I was under 
very great Apprehenſions, that they would 
inform againſt me, as they dropp'd ſome 
ſuſpicious Words of me, by telling a Perſon 
who was ſpeaking to them, that he would 
ſoon hear that the Robberies were commit- 
ted by ſome Perſons near him, which when 
T heard, I declar'd I never would employ 
one of theDonnellies afterwards, but for want 
of Information or Proof againſt ery they 
were acquitted. 

In ſome time after Bulger came to pay 
me a Viſit, and we concluded to take to 
the High Road, and were three Days on 
the Ros Road, but met with no Prey worth 
mentioning. And in a ſhort Time after, - 
we met with one Thomas Houlaban and one 
Patrick Hacket, otherwiſe called Brifteen, 
who were experienced Sheep-ſtealers, and 
particular Acquaintances of Bulger's, who 
ſaluted Bulger kindly, and aſk'd him how 
he was: To which he reply'd, that he 
would do well enough if he had à little 


10 2 more 
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more Money ; and afk'd them how they 
fared; for that he had not ſeen them a long 
a Time. They anſwer' d, they remov'd to 
the County of Wexford, but that they were 
uneaſy to know how their Correſpondents 
in that Country were (meaning the County 
of Ritkenny ;) and further ſaid, that there 
was Phy” of Money in the Country they 
came from. They alfo inform'd him, that 
there was a Gentleman, one Colonel Palli- 
fer, in the County of Wexford, who had a- 
great deal of Money, and Plate, which 
they heard he kept in his Houſe. I was 
duritig the Time of their Diſcourſe ſome 
Diſtance from them; upon which Bulger 
came up to me, and told me, that the Per- 
fons I ſaw him talking to, were Friends of 
his, for whoſe: Honeſty and Integrity he 
could engage, and then related the RTE 
Information they gave him of Colonel Pal- 
 tifer's Plate, &c. Upon which, I agreed 
we ſhould rob the Colonel, and came up 
to Hacket and Houlahan, and faluted them 
Kindly, and foon concluded upon a Night 
to put our Defign of robbing the Colonel 
in Execution. I then aſked them if they 
knew the Inſide of the Houſe, or how ma- 
ny Servants were in it? But they ſaid not, 
but that they knew the Way to it, and no 
more. Lthen ſaid, that as we did not know 
how many were in the Houſe, that we 
ſhould 


ſhould take the more Men, with us. Upon 
which I immediately ſent. Bulger to Rince- 
han's, to Burnut-Church, to inquire of him, 
where John Motley was. He ſoon returned 
with Motley, and one Common. I had. allo 
one Matthew Grace, another Cotter under 
Mr. Robbins, whom I] had corrupted, and 
prepared for the Purpoſe. And then Bul- 
ger, Motley, Grace, Common, Houlahan and 
Hacket, (who were our Spies) and 1 ſet out 
for Balley-cough-/ouft, in the County of Kil- 
kenny, which was the Place at which we in- 
tended to ſettle and adviſe which way to ef- 
fect our Deſign, and expedite our Journey, 
Upon which I concluded, that two only 
ſtiould go at a Time, for fear, if we went 
in a Body, we might be ſuſpected. But we 
had a long Debate, each Man refuling to 
carry the Arms, for fear of being ſuſpect- 
ed going aver the Ferry. But at length I 
contrived it fo, that I got a Bag and put 
the Arms into it, which were three Caſe of 
Piſtols, and rolled Hay about them, and 
then Grace agreed to carry them in the Bag, 
as if he was going to Res Market, which 
he accordingly did, and got to the Houſe 
I in which I appointed to meet him undiſco- 
| vered. When I came over the Ferry, 1 
1 went to the Houſe appointed, where my 
1 Companions were ſtationed two in a Com- 
pany, the better to avoid Suſpicion, and 
The C 2 EE 
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they did not ſeem to know each other, I 
then aſked the Landlady had ſhe a Stable 
for my Mare? She ſaid ſhe had; upon 
which I went to the Stable to ſee whether 
there was Hay and Litter for my Mare 
but found it was very dirty, of which 1 
told the Landlady, and that I would — 
my Mare down to Mr. Brahan's, at Roſs ; 1 
was at the ſame time glad of the Excuſe of 
ſending the Mare to Brahan's, as I was not 
known there, and could get her out at any 
Hour, without any Room of Suſpicion. [ 
then took Care to go into the next Room 
to my Companions, and calPd in the 
Landlord to drink with me, and finding the 
proper time for our Departure at hand, I 
walked out into the Kitchen where Grace 
was, and ſpoke to Grace, as follows : © But 
„is not this Grace? How long are you 
* here? How are all the Neighbours ? 
© When do you intend going home? What 
4 Buſineſs had you here?” To which he 
anſwer'd, they were all well, and that he 
eame with ſome Things to Market. 8 
In a little time I found an Opportunity, 
* gave Grace the Whiſper to deſire the 
reſt to go on, two by two, a Part of the 
Road, and that one of the Spies ſhould go 
down to Brahan's, under Pretence of 1 
ing Care of my Mare, and that the other 


Spy — 80 with my Companions to di- 
rect 
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rect them. When it was duſkiſh, I went 
down to Mr. Brahan's, called for a Bottle 
of Wine, and ſoon after defired the Hoſtler 
to draw out my Mare, for that I intended 
to go a little further, I ſoon mounted with 
my Spy behind me, and had not rode far 
before I overtook the reſt of my Compant- 
ons; we then joined Company till we got 
ear Mr. Palliſer's Houſe, where I fixed the 
Men in a ſafe Place, and took one of the 
Spies down towards the Houſe, and eame 
ſo near the Houſe as to ſee the Light of the 
Candles. I then took a Survey of the Front 
of the Houſe and Rooms, that by the 
quenching of the Candles, I might the bet- 
ter judge where the Colonel and his Men 
lay. I waited for ſome Time near the 
Houle fronting the Rooms, and in a ſhort 
Time ſaw one of the Colonel's Servants 
lighting him to Bed, and therefore judged 
what Part of the iTouſe che Colonel lay ins 
Some Time afterwards I obſerv'd Light 
above Stairs, by which I judged the Ser- 
vants were going to Bed; and ſoon after 
obſerv-d that the Candles were all quench'd, 
by which J aſſured myſelf, they were all 
gone to Bed. I then came back to where 
the Men were, and appointed Bulger, Mot. 
ley and Common to go in along, with me, but 
Common anſwer'd, that he never had been in 
any Houſe before, where there were Arms; 
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upon which I asked the Son of a Whore, 
what Buſineſs he had there, and ſwore I 
would as ſoon ſhoot him as look at him, and 
at the fame Time cocked a Piſtol to his 
Breaſt, but the reſt of the Men prevailed 
upon me to leave him at the back of the 
Houſe, where he might run away when he 


thought proper. 


I then aſked Grace, where did he chuſe 


to be poſted, he anſwer'd, that he would 


go where I pleaſed to order him, for which 
I thank'd him; we then immediately came 
up to the Houſe, light our Candles and 
blackened our Faces, I then placed Com- 
mon and Houlahan at the back of the Houſe, 
to prevent any Perſon from coming out that 


way; and placed Hackett upon my Mare, 


well armed, at the Front; and I then 


| broke one of the Windows with a Sledge, 
whereupon Bulger, Motley, Grace, and 1 


got in, upon which I order'd Motley and 


_ Grace to go up Stairs, and Hager and 


I would ſtay below, where we thought the 
greateſt Danger would be, but 1 — 
ately upon ſecond Conſideration, for fear 


Motley or Grace ſhould be daunted, deſired

which, I immediately ſeized a Bullet Gun 
and Caſe of Piſtols, which I obſerved hang- 
ing up in his Room. 1 then quitted his 
Room, and walked round the lower Part of 
the Houle, thinking to meet ſome of the 
Servants, whom I thought would ſtrive to 
make their Eſcape from the Men who were 
above, and meeting none of them, I imme- 
diately returned to the Colonel's Room, 
where I no ſooner enter'd, than he deſired 

me to get out for a Villain, and asked me 
why I bred ſuch Diſturbance in his Houſe 
that time of Night; at the ſame Time 
ſnatch'd his Britches from under his Head, 
wherein I got a imall Purſe of Gold, and 
faid that Abuſe was not fit Treatment for 
me, who was his Relation, and that it 
would hinder me of calling to fee him 
again; I then demanded the Key of his 
Desk, which ſtood in his Room; he an- 
ſwered, he had no Key, upon which J ſaid, 
I had a very good Key, at the ſame Time 
giving the Desk a Stroke with the Sledge, 
which burſt it open, wherein I got a Purſe 


of The Life and Wann 


of Ninety Guineas, a Four Pound Piece, 
Two Moidores, ſome ſmall Gold, and 
a large Glove, with Twenty Eight Gui- 
neas in Silver. 
Buy this Time Bulger and Motley came 
down Stairs to me, after rifling the Houſe 
above, we then obſerved a Cloſet inſide his 
Room, which we ſoon enter'd, and got 
therein a Basket, wherein there was Plate 
- the Value of Three Hundred Pounds. 
There happen'd to be a Wedding near 
[the Colonel's Houſe that Night, from 
whence there was a Man and a Woman 
coming at the ſame Time we were in the 
Houſe, whom Hackett ſpy'd, and purſued 
but to no Purpoſe ; upon which Hackert in- 
formed me thereof, at which TI told him, 1 
admired that as there was three of them 
abroad, that they would let them eſcape, 
and faid I would pay them according to 
their Behaviour; I then conſidering that 
they might raiſe the Conntry, took my 
7 of Mr. Palliſer, telling him that [ 
4 b, ily him the Abuſe he gave me, and was 
his humble Servant. | 
We quitted the Houſe, and came back 
. again to Ro/s, where we arrived a little be 
fore Day, and concluded we could not get 
over the Ferry there with Safety, ſo we took 
the Road towards Grague, and never ſtop- 
* till we cane to Poulmounty "Wood, 
| within 
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within two Miles of Grague, and it was then 
clear Day. I then ſat down and paid each Man 
according to his Deſerts, I then gave them 
Directions to divide themſelves, that they 
ſnould not go one way through the Coun- 
try; upon which Motley ſaid, that he and 
Common would go through the Country, as 


if with a View of buying Pigs. I hid the 


Arms entirely in the Wood, after I ſent all 
the Men away except Grace, whom I ſhew- 
ed where I hid them, that he might know 
where to find them when I ſhould. hay& Oc- 
caſion; then I left the Wood alone, and rid 
to Grague, where I breakfaſted heartily; and 
reſted for ſome Time. „ wy 

From thence I went to Ballydyff, and 
remained there that Night, at one Bro- 
pby's, Mr. Robbins's Smith's Houſe, whoſe 
Wife fold private Drink, and hearing there 
was a Race to be at Thomaſtown, I went 
there the next Morning to ſee the Diver- 
ſion, but hearing that it was poſtponed, 
1 returned to Ballyduff, and ſtaid at my Fa- 
ther's Houſe, where I had my Mare in keep- 
ing as I intended putting her in torun for a 
Saddle. The Day appointed for the Race I 


came to Thomaſtown, and when the Race 


was over, I fell into Company with ſome 


Gentlemen, with whom I fat up drinking, 
till Two o' Clock the next Morning. 


The 
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The next Day, one of the Gentlemen 
who was in Company, told Mr. Robbin's 
| how profuſe I was in ſpending my Money, 
310 W Mr. Robbins reply d, that I would 
never do any good, and that neither he or 
my Father could get any Good of me, as 
my Mind was entirely turned to Horſe- race- 
ing, hunting, and gaming, he alſo told my 
Wie, that if ſhe would decline having any 
more to do with me (as I was going head- 
long to the Devil) he would do for her 
while ſhe lived, I hearing this, was in a great 
Paſſion, and faid, I would quit the King- 
dom, upon which 1 ſent Grace to Poul- 
mounty Wood, for the Arms I hid, 
that I may put them in order for my Jour- 
ney ; he went for them accompanied by 
| John Welſh, but did not know how to bring 
them undiſcover'd. They at length, Con- 
trived to cut ſome Birch 20d hid the Piſtols 
therein, which they brought home as if de- 
| fign'd for Brooms. I then went to Grace's 
3 Houſe, and charged him to take ſpecial care 
| of the Arms, till he ſaw me again, which 
he promiſed to do; I then quitted that 
Country, and went to Cork, where I re- 
mained for five Weeks, during Which 
Time, part of the Linen that was taken 
from Mrs. Muntfort, was found in Mr. 
Nobbin's Hay Loft, where Welſb and Ander- 
en hid it (by Mr. Robbins's ech 
whic 
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which occaſioned him to ſuſpect that the 
Thieves or Harbourers lived near him, and 
ſaid he would make a ftrict Search to diſ- 
cover them ; my Wife hearing of the 
Search that was intended, gave Welſh and 
Anderſon a Gold Watch, a Diamond Ring, 
ſome Gold Rings, with ſome Plate, which 
I gave her, and deſired Welſb and Ander/ou 
to put them out of the Way ; ſhe then 
ſent a Boy, who was Brother to Grace to 
Cork, to inform me that Pat of Mrs. 
Mountfort's Robbery was diſcovered, and 
found hid about Mr. Robbins's Houle, and 
that I was ſuſpected for it. 

WMWhereupon I ſent the Boy back, a 
deſired her to fend me a further Account, if 
any ſhe heard, and alſo to ſend me the 
Gold Watch and Diamond Ring, for that 
I would immediately go over to France; 1 
waited three Weeks in Cort, expecting the 
Boy with the Watch and Ring, and finding 
he did not come, I dealt in ſome Goods for 
the Briſtol Fair, the better to avoid Suſpici- 
on, with which I ſet off to England, and 
remained between Briſtol and Bath, for two 
Months, where I paſſed for an [riþ Mer- 
chant ; upon which ſome Merchants in Bri- 
fol told me they would willingly hold a 
Correſpondence with me, and ſend me 
what Goods I wanted to Dublin, as I told 
them I lived there. I alſo told them this 
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would not be my laſt Time of being in 
Briſtol, and that when I came again, I MY 
would regulate Matters with them, relative 
to the Correſpondence they propoſed. Soon 
after I received .a Letter in England from 
ſome Friends of mine in the County of Kil- 
kenny, wherein they ſet forth that there 
was no Proof againſt any Perſon of Mrs. 
Mountfort's Robbery, and that they could 
make no hand of it, and further ſaid, that 
if I came home, and pleaded Innocence, 
J might get over it. 8 
Whereupon I came home, and publick - 
ly asked who dare aſſume impeaching my 
Character, which was undoubted, ſome of 
the Neighbours then adviſed me to avoid 
making myſelf Publick, and not to go 
near Mr. Robbins s; upon which I inſiſted I 
would, and that I did not care a Farthing 
for what any Man in that Country could do, 
as I was convinced of my Innocence, up- 
on Which I immediately went to Mr. Rob- 
bins's Houſe, and begg'd to know upon 
what Account he could have the leaſt Suſpi- 
cion of me, for that I behaved to him as a 
true and faithful Servant, and for a further 
Inſtance of my Innocence, ſaid, that none 
of the Neighbours with whom TI had the 
leaſt Dealings, could ſafely ſay any thing 
that could in any Meaſure affect my Cha- 
Ts Man 
o 1 then 
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I then appeared as publick as ever in the 
' Neighbourhood, by which the Neighbours 
concluded, I was wrongfully ſuſpected. 
Soon after I took my Leave of my Friends, 
and ſaid, that I would go to England, and 
follow ſome Buſineſs there, whereby I might 
get an honeſt Livelihood, and accordingly 
went to Dublin, where® bought ſome 
Goods for the Briſtol Market, and again 
took ſhipping for Briſtol, where I remain'd 
till I fold my Goods, and bought ſome for 
the Dublin Market, with which I returned 
to Dublin, and there diſpoſed of them. I 
then went to the County of Kilkenny, imagi- 
ning that the former Suſpicion of me was 
quite forgot, but found that I was more ſuſ- 
pected than before, which as I ſince heard, 
was occaſioned in the following Manner: 
Counſellor Robbins, after Summer Circuit, 
1747, was told by ſome Gentlemen in the 
County of Tipperary, that the Gang of 
. Robbers who did ſo much Miſchief, were 
from, and about his Brother's Eftate i in 
the County of Kilkenny, which gave him 
great Concern, as that part of the Country 
had been before reckoned an honeſt part of 
the Country; and that if it became other- 
wite, it was owing to his Brother's Infirmi- 
ties, and Eaſineſs of Temper, and then de- 
clared he would go directly to his Brother's, 
K Endeavour all he could to diſcover who 
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were the Rogues, and to apprehend, and 
convict them. He accordingly went to his 
Brothers, and told him what he had heard, 
and defired to know from him, whom he 
ſuſpected; his Brother told him he ſuſ- 
pected me chiefly, as he heard I ſpent much 
more Money than 'twas poſſible for me to 
get by any viſible honeſt Method, and that 
he alſo ſuſpected Thomas and Matthew 
Grace, two Brothers, Cottiers under him, 
and John H/elfp another Cottier under him, 
for he had heard they uſed to be from their 
Houſes ſome Nights, and no one could tell 
on what Account. 

Counſellor Robbins finding his Brother had 
not got any ſuch Intelligence as was ſuffici- | 
ent to carry any reaſonable Foundation for 

apprehending any of us, walked out as if 
merely for Exerciſe, till he met with a Per- 
ſon whom he thought he could confide in, 
and deſired that Perſon to meet him at a 
private Place appointed for that Purpoſe, 
which they 3 and he told that Perſon he 
had a very good Opinion of him, from the 
Character received from his Father of him, 
and from his own Knowledge of him, and 
-hoped that that Perſon would then ſhew 
a him that ſuch Opinion was not ill founded. 
The Perſon aſſuring the Counſellor, he 
would do all in his Power to ſerve and oblige 
ns the Counſellor told him, how Saen 
* 7 
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ly he was eee to hear the ſeandalous 
Character, that part of the Country (which 
had been formerly an honeſt one) had lately 
fallen into. That it was ſaid the Gang of 
Robbers who diſturbed the Country lived 
thereabouts; the Perſon told him he was a- 
fraid what was ſaid, was too true, and on being 
asked whom he ſuſpected, he named the 
ſame four Perſons Mr. Robbins had, but ſaid, 
he dare not for fear of being murdered, be 
too inquiſitive, and therefore could not ſay 
any thing material ; the Counſellor aſked 
him, if he knew where there was any pri- 
vate Ale to be ſold; and he ſaid Moll Burk 
who lived near the End of Mr. Robbinss 
Averue had a Barrel or half Barrel. The 
Counſellor then gave the Perſon a Moidore, 
and deſired him to go to Thomaſtown and 
buy two or three Gallons of Whiskey, and 
bring it to Mo. Burk's, and invite as many 
as he ſuſpected to be either Principals or Ac- 
ceſſaries to take a drink, and make them 
drink very heartily, and when he found 
they were fuddled, and not ſooner, to tell 
ſome one of the haſtieſt, that ſome other 
had ſaid ſome bad things of them, ſo as to 
provoke them to abuſe and quarrel with 
each other, and then probably in their Li- 
quor and Paſſion they might make ſuch Diſ- 
coveries of each other, as may enable the 
| | Counſellor 
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Counſellor to get ſome one, of the Gang t to 
diſcover of and accuſe the reſt. 

The Perſon accordingly got the Whiskey, 
and invited a good many to drink, but the 
Counſcllor being then at his Brother's, a few 
only went to Mil! Burk's, the reſt being 
afraid to venture while the Counſellor was in 
the Neighbourhood ; among thoſe who met 
there, were one Moll Brophy, the Wife of 
Mr. Robbinss Smith, and one Edmond 
or Edward Stapleton, otherwiſe Gall, who 
lived thereabouts, and when they had drank 
plentifully, the Counſellor's Spy told Moll 
Brop::y, Gall had ſaid ſhe had whored 
with Perſons or other; ſhe then abuſed 
Gall, and told him he was one of Freney's 
Accomplices, for that he, Gall, had told her 
he had ſeen Colonel Pallifer's Watch witn 
Freney, and that Freney had told him Gall, 
that John Welſb and the two Grace's had 
been with him at that Robbery. 

The Company on their Quar: el broke up, 
and thenext Morning the Spy met the Coun- 
ſellor at a Place appointed at a Diſtance from 
Mr, Robbinss Houle, to prevent Suſpicion,and 
there told the Counſellor what Intelligence 
he had got ; the Counſellor not being then 
a Juſtice of the Peace, got his Brother to 
ſend for Moll Brophy to be examined, but 
when ſhe came, ſhe refuſed to be ſworn or 
to. give any Rridende, and thereupon the 

Counſellor 
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Counſellor had her tied and put on a Car 


in order to be carried to Goal on a Mittimus 


from Mr. Robbins's, for refuſing to give Evi- 
dence on Behalf of the Crown. When ſhe 
found ſhe would really be ſent to Goal, ſhe. 
ſubmitted to be ſworn, and the Counſellor. 
drew from her what ſhe had faid the Night- 
before, and ſomething further, and defired 
her- not to tell any Body what ſhe had ſworn. 
He immediately afterwards had Gall ap- 
prehended on his Brother's Warrant, and 
offered him his Intereſt and Aſſiſtance to 
ſerve him, if he would diſcover of the Gang 
thereabouts, but Gall pleaded Innocence, 
and denied his having ever ſeen a Gold 
Watch wich me. Some one having called 
the Counſellor and his Brother out into an- 
other Room, they left Gall in Cuſtody with 
John Anderſon, Mr. Robbins's then S 
V ho was not then ſuſpected by the Counſel- 
lor or his Brother, and Anderſon let Gall run 
away. The Counſellor then ſent for ſome of 
the Neighbours to dine with him, and told 
them his Intent, and immediately after 
Dinner when the Horſes were at the Door, 
he called John Ander ſon into his Bed-Cham- 
ber, where he had ſeveral Firelocks and 
Bayonets, and told Ander/on he was then 
going to apprehend Freney, Welſh, and the 
two Grace's, and obſerving ſome Change in 
Anderſon” 8 Countenance thereon, he asked 
Ander ſou 
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Anderſon if he had been drawn in by Fre- 
ney, to join him in any Robbery, and if he 
had, and would become an Approver, and 
dilborer all he knew, the Counſellor would 
do what he could, to have his Life ſaved. 
Ander ſon recovered himſelf and pleaded en- 
tire Innocence, and a ſeeming Zeal to ap- 
prehend all ſuſpected Perſons, and thereon 
the Counſellor gave him a loaded Firelock 
and Bayonet, and went immediately to 
the Door where the Counſellor and his Party 
mounted; but Fehn Anderſon found ſome 
Opportunity of letting Fo/zph Welſß his 
Brother Servant and Accomplice, know the 
Errand they were going on, and Welſb by 
ſome thort Cut gave Notice to the Perſons 
intended to be. apprehended, before the 
Counſellor and his Party could ſurround 
their Houſes, and they got to a Neighbour- 
ing Hill, from whence they ſaw the ſtrict 
Search made for them. This convinced me 
_ the Counſellor had made ſome Diſcove-„ 

ries, - but I knew none that would be ſuffi- 
cient to convict. me, as I found Ander/on 
and Welſb were not ſuſpected, and had not 
made any Diſcoveries ; but I was fatisfied, 
that as the Counſellor had once put his 
Hand to the Affair he would ſpare no Ex- 
pence or Labour to come at what he want- 
ed, and therefore I was afraid that if J/el/b 
or either of the Grace's were apprehended 


by 
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by him, they might ſqueek, and become 
Approvers to convict me, and therefore 
deſired the Grace's and Welſh to meet me 
the next Night at Burni- Church, which they 
accordingly did. 5 JF 

I then told them that if I could learn 
where there was any Money, that I would 
get them Twenty Pounds a Piece, provided 
they would quit that Country, and go to 
Connaught, which they promiſed to do on 
my getting them the Money. Welſh ſaid 
that they would go to the County of Kildare, 
where he was well acquainted, and where 
there was a great many rich Farmers, and 
that he would ſet a Houſe there for me, in 
order to get the Money; he accordingly 
went accompanied by Thomas Grate, a Bro- 
ther of Patrick's, where they remained for 
XZ twelve or fourteen Days, and then returned 
with an Account that there was one Mr. Arch. 
bold, who had a fine Houſe in the County 
of Kildare, in which they believed there was 
a good deal of Money. I then asked them 
what Authority they had to ſuſpect that 
there was Money in it; they ſaid that where 
they worked for a few Days in that Neigh- 
bourhood, they heard it faid, that there 
was both Money and Plate in it, and that 
they ſaw Mr. Archbold himſelf, who was a 
Jolly well looking little Man, which th ; 
laid, denoted his having ſomething conſi- 
derable in his Houſe. 


Where- 
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Whereupon I agreed to pay Mr. Arch- 
Bold one of my acceptable Viſits, and accord- 
ingly ſent for my Friends Bulger, Motley, and 
one omas Fix- Gerald, and appointed them 
to go two by two, and to meet me at Night 
fall at a particular Place near Caftle-Der- 
mot, being in the Beginning of October, 174, 


where we accordingly met, and at firſt con- 
cluded to rob Mr. Archbold that Night, 


but upon ſecond Conſideration we found it 


neceſſary to poſtpone it till the next Night; 
and appointed two other of our Friends, 
Melſb and Grace to prepare a Sledge, which 
was a moſt material Implement in our 
Trade againſt the Night following; which 
they ſoon did, as Mr. Fulcan never refuſed 
us this Favour when we applied for it. We 
met the next Night, and accordingly advan- 
ced to Mr. Archbold's Houſe, but for the 
Conveniency of our Retreat, left our Horſes 

ty'd together in a Dyke near:Caſt/e-Dermot, 
I then went round the Houle to ſee if any 
of the Family were up, and alſo to learn 
which was the moſt convenient Place to get 


in, upon which I heard. ſome of them 


cough, by which I judged they were not a- 
ſleep, therefore came back to my Compa- 
nions (who ſtood a little diſtance from the 
Houſe) and told them it was too ſoon to be- 
gin the Attack. In ſome Time after when I 

thought the Family were all aſleep, I ap- 


pointed 
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pointed. Bulger, Motley, Fitz-Gerald, and 
Melſb, to go into the Houſe with me, as I 
thought there could not be leſs than five 


within the Houſe, being ſo large, and re- 


ſolved to give them Man for Man, in Caſe of 
Oppdſition. I alſo appointed Grace to watch 
abroad, and then by the help of my Sledge, 
broke open a Window, and got in, as did 


alſo Bulger, and the reſt of my Corpſe, ap- 


pointed for ſuch Purpoſe, and ſoon found out 
the Men Servants in Bed in the ſame Room. 
J left Welſb to guard them, and ſent Motley 
and Bulger thro? another Part of the Houſe, 
and Pitz-Gerald and I went up Stairs; we 


all made a great Noiſe, the more to terrify 


the People of the Houſe. I ſoon diſcovered 
Mr. Archbald's Room, into which J enter'd, 
but found he was not there, upon which I 
aſk d Mrs. Archbold where he was, ho repli- 
ed, that he went from Home in the Morning, 


to pay a Gentleman Two Hundred Pounds, 
l. deſired her to put on her Cloaths 
immediately, and to ſhew me the Houſe, 


but ſne intreated me not to diſturb her, and 
above Stairs, who would ſhew me any part 
of the Houſe I choſe to ſee, and begged of 
me to deſire the Men whoſe Faces were 
blackened, to quit her Sight, as ſhe was ſo 
much affrighted, on which I deſired them 
to leave the Room, and told her ſhe ſhould 
n not 


* 
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not be uſed ill, for I would not have any 

poor Gentlewoman miſcarry by my Means, 

nor would I chuſe to miſcarry myſelf, 
wherefore ] addreſs'd the good Lady with a 

great deal of Civility, and repreſented 

to her that we were young Fellows that in- 

tended going to France, and inſiſted ſhe 
would deliver what Money ſhe had in the 
Houſe ; upon which ſhe faid, ſhe had not 
one Penny but what was in a Desk which 
ſtood hard by, and then gave me the Rey 
of the Deſk, wherein I got to the Value of 
Four hundred Pounds in Money and Plate; 
then I ſent Hitz. Gerald and Welſb with the 
Plate to the Place where our Horſes were, and 

= remained in the Houſe for ſome time after, 
| and then fet out after them 4 but when we 
came to the place where weleft our Horſes 
we could not find them, they having 
_ etray'd, and the Night being very dark, 
we'were put to our Shifts what to do with 
the Plate. We at length found à Horſe in la 
Field near us; 1 then defired them all to 
make haſte home, except one, to gotwo by 
wo, as they came, and that I would ven- 
ture the Carriage of the Plate, and deſired 
Fitz- Gerald to ſtay with mè for Company, 
which Bulger heating ſaid, that as he came 
along with me, he would go home with me; 
whereupon they departed two by two, 
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as I ordered them. I fixed the Plate 
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which was in a Bag under me, and Bulger 
behind me, ſo rid to Carlow where Bulger 
alighted. It being then clear Day, and the 

People being up in the Town, I was afraid 
of being diſcovered, and the Plate was 
joggling in the Bag, as I rode through 
the Street, but paſſed without being noticed. 
I turn'd over Carlow Bridge, and took the 
Mountain Road thro' old Leigblin, and 
came in upon the Turnpike Road between 
Kelly-mount and Gowran, when I came 
within two Miles of Gowran; I met a Boy 
riding up to me very hard, and after 
he paſſed me a little way, he turned 
back, and aſked me from whence I came, I 
anſwer'd, from Dublin, then he aſked me, 
did I hear of the Accident that happened in 
the County of Kildare laſt Night, I told 
him! did not, and deſired him to inform 
me of it, upon which he told me, that 
there was a Gentleman robbed, and that 
there were two of the Robbers taken, to 
which 1 faid the D-—1 mend them for 
that an honeſt Man could not live in the 
Neighbourhood, the Country was ſo over- 
run with Robbers; he alſo informed me, 
that a Party of the People who came in 
Purſuit of them, were gone to Gowran, and 
that there was another Party of them com- 
ing on the Road ; then he galloped away, 
and when he was out of Sight, I turned off 
the Road, and rode towards Low Grange; 
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by the Way I ſpy'd a large Quickſet Hedge, 


and a large break of Briars on one Side of 
It, in which I hid the Bag of Plate, and then 
turned off from Low Grange to the Moun- 
tains where I could fee the Purſuers going 
along the flat Country ; when I got to the 
Mountain, I then alighted, and walked a 


Piece on the Mountain with Bulger who 


was all this Time in my Company, and 


coming to a Place where there were People 


herding Cattle, I aſked them ſome Queſti- 
ons, ſaying there were ſome Heifers of my 
Property, ſtole from the County of Tippera- 
ry, and deſired to know if they could give 
me any Intelligence of them, and then went 


thro* their Cattle taking ſharp Notice of 


them, as if I ſuſpected ſome of my own to 


be among them. 


We remained till Night on the Moun- 
tain where we were almoſt famiſhed with 
Hunger, and hearing of an Ale-houſe be- 
ing near, we went to it, but the Landlady 


ſuſpecting me for a Gauger, denied ſhe had 


any Drink, upon which we took our Way 
towards Maddiggſiown, and from thence 


acroſs the River Nore, and to the Neigh- 
bourhood of Burnt-Church, where we re- 


mained eight Days in great Diſtreſs. Hear- 


ing that there was a Pattern to be at Dean/- 


fort, we ſent Motley and Grace word not to 


£0 there, for that we dreaded they would be 
taken, 
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taken; but contrary to our Direction, Mot- 


ley went there, where he was taken by Cap- 
tain Patrick Wemys, and ſent to Kilkenny 
Goal, Fitz-Gerald who was allo at the Pat- 
tern, quitted it, and went about a Mile di- 
ſtant to an Ale-houſe, but he was purſued, 
and alſo apprehended, and made | 
ſent to Kilkenny Goal. | 

In ſome Time after, Bulger and I went 
for the Plate, and brought it to a Sand-pit 
near Burut- Church, and whilſt we were 15 ' 


viding it, ſome Gentlemen who were out 


hunting, happened to ride near us, upon 
which we prepared ourſelves to attack the 
Gentlemen, expecting they would come 


up to us, but it happen'd they rode by 


without ſeeing us, whereupon we ſat down. 
and divided the Plate and Money; I then 
told Bulger that we could not do lefs than 
ſend Motley and Fitz-Gera!d, who are in 
Confinement their Dividend of the Money, 
upon which he ſaid, if I would give him 
their Proportion, he had a Friend who 
would deliver it to them in the Goal, upon 
which I gave him the Money, and told him 
that I would go and bury my Part of the 
Plate near Ballyduff, upon which I ſet off, 
and came to Ballyduf about four o'Clock in 
the Morning, and hid the Plate in a Buſh ; 
then I went to my Wife, and told her where 
. 828 it, and deſired her to watch it till 
D 2 my 
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alſo deſired her to ſell what Houſhold Goods 
ſhe had, for that there was a Ship ready to 


carry us both to the Je of Man, that 


the Captain was my faſt Friend, upon which 
J rode off, and ſhe ſoon after removed the 


Plate into my Father's Potatoe Garden. My 


Father going after Night-fall, a-croſs the 
Potatoe Garden, eſpying the Ground freſh 
dug, where ſhe hid the Plate, went and 


thruſt a Stick he had in his Hand, down 


into the Hole, where he diſcovered the 
Plate; whereupon he carried it immediately 
and privately to Mr. Robbin's, and told both 
him and his Brother the Counſellor, who 
came to his Brother's that Evening, how 
and where he got it. 


When I returned at Night, my Wife told 


me the Plate was gone, and the next Day 
T heard that Mr. Robbins ſent a Guard with 
it to Kilkenny, and ſoon after Thomas Grace 
who was in Catherlough Goal, made ſome 
Diſcoveries, on which John Anderſon and Jo- 
ſeph Welſh were apprehended, and ſoon af- 
ter I was informed that Fohn Welſh had 
made very full Diſcoveries to Counſellor 
Robbins in Naas Goal, and was turned 
King's Evidence againſt me and my Com- 


panions, and deſired that I might be cloſely * 
fought for, about Gowran, and Burnt- 


Church, ſaying that if I was not there, that 


I was 
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I was gone to Cork, and from thence to 
England. J ſoon informed Bulger of what 
happened, and alſo how I loſt the Plate, 
and at the ſame Time, aſked him to aſſiſt 
me one Day in robbing on the Road, and 
that afterwards he and 1 would go to Eng- 
land, which he conſented to, and appoint- 
ed a Place near Burnt-Church, where we 
were to meet in two Days after. I went te 
the Place at the Hour appointed, but Buk 
rer was not there. In a few Days after 1 
Tward that he took ſome Shirts of mine 
from a Houſe where I left them to be waſh- 
ed, which cauſed me to ſuſpect he would 
quit the Country, but what I was moſt cor- 
cerned for was, that he had a Gold Watch, 
a Diamond Ring, and ſome Plate of mine. 
Soon after I was informed that he did not 
give John Motley and Fitz-Gerald their 
Proportion of the Money which I gave him 
for that- Purpoſe, whereupon I ſwore if I 
could meet him, I would blow his Brains 
out; and ſearched a Day and a Night for 
him to no Purpoſe, and ſoon after heard 
that he went to England with one Kenny a 
Sailor, and that he carried what Plate te 
had with him, and alſo my Watch and 
Ring, before- mentioned, upon which I went 
to Burni- Church, and enquired of one John 
Kinesban, to whoſe Houſe Bulger and I 
reſorted, whether Bulger took my Watch 
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and Ring, as I was informed. Kinceban told 


me that there was a certain Gentleman who 
came to his Houſe in Purſuit of Bulger, and 
faid that he heard Bulger had a Gold 
Watch, and ſwore that if Bulger did not 


ſend him the Watch, he would purſue him 


Night and Day. I lay by for ſome Time at- 
ter, and at length concluded to 1 8 to the 
High- way alone. 

Jobn FYelſh before-mention'd, who was 
ed in Naas Goal, ſent Word to 
Counſellor Robbins to Dublin, that if he 
would uſe his Intereſt in getting his Par- 
don, he would diſcover all his Accom- 
Plices i in each Robbery he was in, and alſo 
give Informations againft them, which Mr. 
Robbins promiſed to do, provided he would 
:ſalfl what he ſaid ; upon which Counſellor 
Robbins in his Road from Dublin, to the 
Country, called at Naas, and applied 
to Thomas Grace who had firſt made ſome in- 
ſignificant Diſcoveries, and finding Grace 


.only prevaricated, and told ſeveral Untruths, 


he would not have any more to do with him 
as a Diſcoverer, but ſent for Fohn HYelfb 


who made very full Diſcoveries, which he 


confirmed by many Circumſtances, that 


the Counſellor knew of, and among others, 


accuſed Anderſon and Welſh, who had 
been before committed to Kilkenny Goal, by 


had 
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had diſcovered to the Sovereign of Cather- 
logh, and ſoon after Motley and Fitz-Gerald 
were tranſmitted to Naas. In ſome Time 
afterwards John Welſh, who had concealed 
the Diſcoveries he made to Counſellor Rob- 
hins, and Thomas Grace ſent me a Meſſage 
from the Naas to go to them, that I 
could extricate them from Goal by cutting 
a wooden Bolt which they ſaid was to one 
of the Windows of the Goal, upon which 
I immediately -judged that they intended I 
ſhould be their Companion in Goal, for in 
fact it was a Scheme to have me taken, 
therefore told the Meſſenger, I hoped they 
would excuſe me. I then concluded upon 
making up a new Gang, which I ſoon ef- 
feed, amongſt whom was Hackett aforeſaid, 
who was a notable Spy, and had learned 
that there was one Mr. Drougbth in the 
Queen's County, whom if I went to viſit, 
Hackett aſſured me, would reward me for 
my Trouble in going to ſee him, upon 
which I defired that Houlahan, Hackett, 
Breen, and Quigly might meet me at a 
Place appointed, in order to ſee what Method 
we ſhould take to diſcover the Force of Mr. 
Droughth*s Houſe, but in the mean Time, 
one Kelly who was one of my Spies, came 
and informed me that there was one Mr. 
Lain from Kilkenny, who went to Roſs 
for two hundred and fifty Pounds, and 
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that he would return to Kilkenny with the 
Money the next Day, on which I deſired 
my Men to meet me the next Night at 
Burut- Church, but kept Houlaban along 
with me, to aſſiſt me in robbing Mr. Laf- 


I went upon the Road the next 
Morning, and waited till Mr. Laffin was 
coming by, whom I ſtopped and robb'd. 
I édelay'd him for two Hours, and told 
Him if he would wait till Evening, I 
would return him his Money and Watch, 
which I took from him, but he choſe to go 
away; on which 1 took his Horſe from 
him, but told him that he ſhould ſoon have 
him again. He then went directly to Thomas- 
ton, where he met Arthur Buſbe, Eſq; to 
whom he related what befel him, where- 
upon Mr. Buſbe raiſed a Party of Men in 
Thomaſtoꝛun, and went from thence to Mr. 
Robbins's, and told him the Story, who alſo 
ſent another Party of Men to the Moun- 
tains in Purſuit of me. In the mean Time 
J rode round the Mountain, and came to 
 Thomaſtown that Night, and ty'd Mr. Laf- 
in's Horſe near the Conſtable's Door, 
which occaſioned the Gentlemen who went 
in Purſuit of me, to ſay I was making Game 
of them, as I was at home before themſelves. 
_ I then lay by for a — Time af- 
ter, 
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ter, and concluded within my ſelf, to do no 
more Miſchief till after the Aſſizes, till 
I would hear how it went with the Men 


who were then in Confinement. Some time 
before the Aſſizes, Counſellor Robbins came 
to Ballyduff, and told his Brother that he 
believed Anderſon and Welſh were guilty, 
and alſo ſaid that he would uſe his Endea- 
vours to have them both hanged, of which 
I was informed. 8 
Soon after I went to the Houſe of one 


George Roberts, who asked me if I had any 


regard for thoſe Fellows who were then 
confined (meaning Anderſon and Welſb] I 
told him I had a regard for one of them, 
upon which he ſaid, he had a Friend who 
was a Man of Power and Intereſt, that 
would fave either of them, provided I 
would give him Five Guineas, I told him I 
would give him Ten, and the firſt Gold 
Watch I could get, whereupon he ſaid that 
it was of no uſe to ſpeak to his Friend, 
without the Money or Value, for that he 
was a mercenary Man, on which I told 
Roberts J had not ſo much Money at that 
Time, but that I would give him my 
Watch as a Pledge to give his Friend. I then 
gave him my Watch, and defired him to 
engage that I would pay the Money, which I 
promiſed to pay, or give Value for it in 
Plate, in two or three Nights after, upon 
D 5 | which 
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which he engaged that his Friend would 
act the Needful; then we appointeda Night 
to meet, and we accordingly met, and Ro- 
berts told me that his Friend agreed to ſave 
Anderſon and Welſh from the Gallows ; 
whereupon I gave him a Plate Tankard, 
value Ten Pounds, a large Ladle value 
Four Pounds, with ſome Table Spoons ; and 
the Aſſizes at Kilkenny in Spring 1748, 
coming on ſoon after, Counſellor Robbins 
had Welßb tranſmitted from Naas to Kil- 
kenny, in order to give Evidence againſt 
Anderſon and Foſeph Welſh ; and they were 
tried for Mrs. Mountfor!'s Robbery, on the 
Evidence of TJohn Yelſhh and others; 
the Phyſick working well, ſix of the Jury 
were for finding them guilty, and ſix more 
for acquitting them, and the other ſix find- 
ing them peremptory, and that they were 
reſolved to ſtarve the others into Compli- 
ance, as they ſay they may do by Law, were 
for their own Sakes obliged to comply with 
them, and they were acquitted ; on which 
Counſellor Robbins began to ſmoak the Af- 
fair, and ſuſpect the Operation of Gold 
, Duſt, which was well applied for my 
Comrades, and thereupon left the Court in 
a Rage, and ſwore he would for ever quit 
the Country, ſince he found People were 
not ſatisfied with protecting and ſaving the 
Rogues they had under themſelves, 055 
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muſt alſo ſhew that they could and would 
oblige others to have Rogues under them, 
whether they would or no. The Grand- Jury 
who were in the Grand- Jury Box, and ſaw 
and obſerved what paſſed, ſent to Counſel- 
lor Robbins to come to them, which he did, 
and they told him they thanked him, for 
his honeſt, tho' fruitleſs Endeavours, and 
aſſured him they reſented the Acquittal as 


much as he could, and deſired to know - 
from him, whether they could do any 


thing to ſhew their Reſentment on ſuch 
a ſcandalous Occaſion ; the Counſellor, 
to find out who was at the Bottom 
of this Tranſaction, defired they would 
preſent Anderſon and Welſh as Vagabonds, 
and try who would appear to be Security for 
them ; but this Plot being ſmoaked, and 
their Acquittal having, alarmed the whole 
Country, it would be too glaring for any 
to appear on their Behalf, and. fo their 
Friends would not appear for them; there- 
fore they not being able to get Security, 
were tranſported. A general Aſſociation 


was then entered into by the Gentle- 


men of the Country, to ſupport and 
ſtand by each other, and give Rewards 
for the diſcovering, apprehending, and 
convicting of Rogues, and their Abbettors, 


and thereupon Counſellor Robbins had John 


HWelſb tranſmitted back to Naas, to be 


Evidence 
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Evidence againſt Thomas Fitz Gerald, Tho- 
mas Grace and John Motley, then in Naas 
Goal, for the Robbery of Mr. Archbold, . 
and went thither himſelf to proſecute, and 
had them convicted ;and had Bulger, myſelf 
and ſome others, againſt whom John Welſh 
gave Information, preſented both at Kil. 
kenny and Naas, in order to be proclaimed, 
which was ſoon after done. 

In ſome Time after this, I took to the 


Turnpike Road near Burnt-Church, where 
TI robb'd ten different Men in a Day; but 


finding them to be Dealers, I ſcrupled 
keeping their Money, ſo return'd it. I 
charged my Spy Hackett, never to make a 
Report of any but of Gentlemen, who 


made a good Appearance and Figure. 


T remained in and about that Road for a 
<onfiderable time; at length finding 1 


could make no hand there, as the Gentle- 


men who came the Road never carry much 
Money about them, I then quitted that 
Road, and betook myſelf to the Mountain 
Road]; and the FairDay of Thomaſtown being 


nigh, I expected to meet ſome Drovers go- 


ing to the Fair, but miſſing of them I came 
to the Roſs Road, where I had Intelligence 


from my Spy, that there was one Bulger a 


Drover, who had one hundred Pounds at 
the Fair, and only bought four Cows ; and 


Immediately after another Spy came and 


told 


wo 
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told me, that there was an Officer's Lady 
who waited in Kilkenny till the Fair Day of 
Thomaſtoꝛun, imagining that there would 
be ſo many People on the Road that Day, 

that ſhe might the ſafer travel. He alſo 
told me, that ſhe had a great deal of Mo- 
ney in a Trunk which ſhe had in the Chair 
in which ſhe travelled, and that ſhe was 
then within a Quarter of a Mile of me ac- 
company'd by a Servant well armed. Upon 
which, I ſent immediately for my Horſe 
called Beef-Stakes, and deſired the Meſſen- 
ger who was one of my Party to tye the 
Horſe at a little Diſtance from the Road, 
and that when he obſerved me to draw near 
the Chair, to cry out, Shoot them, the 
more to terrify the Servant who was armed, 
which he accordingly did, and I immediately 
advanced towards the Servant, with a Muſ- 

ket cock*d, deſiring him to give his 
Arms to my Man who ſtood behind, or 
that (in my uſual Compliments on ſuch 
Occaſions) I would blow his Brains out. 
He immediately ſurrendered them as I or- 
der'd; and I then demanded the Lady's 
Purſe, and alſo deſir'd to ſee what was in 
the Trunk. She gave me her Purſe which 
being heavy, I imagin'd was Gold, but 
found no Money in the Trunk. There 
were about thirty Labourers at a Diſtance, 
who ſeeing the Action imagin'd it was a 


Quarrel, 
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Quarrel, and immediately came up in their 


Shirts; upon which I mounted my Horſe 
and rode up to them, ſwearing, I would 
blow their Brains out too, if they offered 


_—_ ſpoil my Sport, and they all anſwer'd, 


that if they imagin'dI was there, they would 
not quit their Work, and thereupon with- 
drew. Soon after there came up a great 

many of the Fair People, but I deſired 
them to ſtand off, telling them I meant no 
Harm to them, upon which they wiſhed me 
Succeſs, and alſo went off, Ifinding no Mo- 
ney in the Trunk, I was about taking my 
Leave of the Lady, but ſhe begg'd of me 
to give her as much Money as would de- 
fray her Expences to Duncannon. I told her 
I would, and at the ſame Time I drew 
out the Purſe, in which I found on'y two 
Guineas and a half with ſome Silver, I told 
her, that I would not divide ſo ſmall a Sum 
with her; and ſaid, that I thought it all 
too little to defray her Expences to Dun- 
cannon, and returned her the Money, ſay- 
ing, that I had a particular Liking to a 
Carabine which her Servant had, bur as her 
Huſband was not with her, I would not 
deprive her of it, (for I was always very 
Civil to the Ladies.) I then turn'd off that 
Road, and went to another Road, where I 
expected to meet my Friend the Drover; | 
but he 3 wut! was engaged in ”— 
ing 
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bing the Lady, and eſcaped the Favours 1 
intended him. 7 0 —_ 

I remained in and about that Neighbour- 
hood, for a conſiderable Time, but met 
with no Booty worth mentioning; till at 
length I heard that there was one Mr. An- 
der ſon collecting Hearth- money in the 
Neighbourhood. Upon which I ſent one 
of my Spies abroad, deſiring him to inform 
me, when Mr. Anderſon came within two 
or three Miles of Grange. My uſeful Friend 
the Spy ſoon returned, with an Account 
that Mr. Anderſon had ſixty Guineas about 
him, that he had lodged in Enniſteague a 
Day or two before; and that he was in- 
form'd Mr. Anderſon would depoſit the ſixty 
Guineas (with what Money he had that Day 
collected) in Grange, and that he was to come 
there that Night. In ſome time afterwards 
1 eſpy'd Mr. Anderſon at a Mile's Diſtance, 
collecting in a Country Village on the 

Mountain, with two Conſtables and his 
Clerk; whereupon my Spy Matthew Grace, 
defired to be admitted along with me, but 
not having the ſecond Horſe, I told him I 
choſe to run the Riſque of robbing Mr. An- 
derſon alone, rather than fatigue Beef takes, 
by carrying him behind me, and deſired 
him to remain there a lirtle, while he 
would ſee me playing with Anderſon and 
his Attendants on the Side of the Hill. 


I rode 
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I rode towards the Hill, but Mr. Anderſon 
ſpy'd me coming ; whereupon he rode with 
Speed towards the Conſtables and his Clerk, 
who were ſome Diſtance from him ; bur [ 
ſoon overtook him, and at the ſame time 
told him, that he was much overſeen to 
think of eſcaping from me with that old 
White Horſe he rode. He ſaid, that his 
Reaſon for riding ſo hard was, for fear 
I ſhould rob him before the Conſtables 
and his Clerk would ſee me. I then ſpoke 
to him, ſaying, Zounds, Deliver, and Now t 
be arguing Caſes, for I always hated 
Quibbles and lohg Arguments in my Pro- 
feſſion; he then ſaid he would, but as he 
had an Eye to Buſineſs as well as myſclf, 
he begged of me to ſuffer the Conſtables 
to reckon the Money, that they might 
make Affidavit how much I had taken 
from him, otherwiſe it may be of ill 
Conſequence to him, it being the King's 
Money. Moreover, he faid, he was afraid 
he would loſe his Place. Whilſt che Con- 
ſtables were reckoning the Money, he told 
me he had nothing belonging to himſelf but 
His Watch, which he offer'd to n ake me 
a Preſent of but I told him, as it was 
his own Property, I would not deprive 
him of it. Then he told me he would 
rather loſe as much Money of his own than 
the King's Money. x told him, that I 
| believed 
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believed his Majeſty had Pick- pockets 
enough before, therefore I would not de- 
prive him of his Money, upon which I re- 
turn'd it, and rode away. | 

In ſome Time after, one Martin Millea, 


an able Farmer at Jerpoint, ſent a Meſſen- 
ger in ſearch of me; to inform me, that 


there was a Man in Kilkenny, who was Re- 


ceiver to ſome Gentlemen in Dublin, and 
who had a Sum of two thoutand Pounds, 
but when I came to Millea's Houſe, he told 
me, twas too late, and that the Man was 
gone to Dublin with the Money; and de- 
ired me to remain in his Houle for ſome 
Time, and that he hoped ſoon to hear 
where there was a Booty. Accordingly I 
remained for ſome Time in his Houſe, but 
could not hear of any Thing conſiderable. 
We at length concluded, that the readieſt 
Way of getting Money, was, to rob the 
Waterford Merchants of ſome Goods, which 
we heard they ſent for to Dublin; and 1 
judged by what Accounts I had from him, 
that there could not be lefs than three thou- 
ſand Pounds worth of Goods. | 


| In the mean time, I concluded upon rob- 


bing the Poſt-boy of the Mail, wherein I 
ſuſpected there were Bank Notes, and in- 
tended to fend a Friend to receive the Mo- 
ney to Dublin, before there could be an 


Expreſs ſent to the Banks to ſtop the mo ; 
for 
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for which Purpoſe, I intended to have one 
Horſe at Leighlin-Bridge, one at Caſt eder- 
mot, and another at K. I then quitted 
Millea's Houſe, and went further into the 
Mountain, leaving my Horſe, Beef Stakes, 
in the Neighbourhood, in order that he 


ſhould be fit for me upon my next Expe- 


dition, but he ſoon after died of the Stag- 
gers. 


The Death of Beef- "Stakes was ſoon ru- 


mour'd about the Country, upon which a 


good many of the Gentlemen went in Pur- 
ſuit of me, thinking to find me in ſome 
Places, to which they thought I reſorted. 
Having loſt Beef Stakes, I ordered Matthew 
Grace and Edmond Naſh two of my Gang, 
to go to Felix Donnelly to Gowran, and to 
defire him to ſend me a Bay Gelding be- 


' longing to Mr. Bayly ; Donnelly told them 


that the Gelding was at Ballytober, but 
that there was a Black Mare belonging to 


Mr. Bayly,which he believed would ſerve me 

till the Horſe was brought back, and that 
he would fend me Word, upon which they 
brought me the Mare. 


About this Time the Fair of Kells was 


at Hand, and I was informed that Bulger 


the Drover, aforeſaid, was to be there. 
Upon which I came upon the Road the 


Fair Day, where I waited from ſix m the 


Morning, till after twelve, but did The 
| ce 
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ſee him ; I told Naſh my Spy, who was 
with me, that if Bulger intended going to 
the Fair, that he would come by before that 
Time, that I would ride on before him 
to his Houſe, and take a Nap of Sleep, 
which I accordingly did, but did not ſleep 
long, before Naſh brought me Word that 
there was a Quaker gone by, and that if 
did not haſten would reach Tho- 
maſtown before I cold overtake 
I deſired him to ſaddle i 
that I would purſue him immediately. I 
_ accordingly purſued him, and ſoon over- 
took him, defiring him to ſtand and deli- 
ver. He drewout of his Pocket ſome Gold 


and Silver, amongſt which was a Thimble. I 
aſked him what he was? He ſaid a Taylor. 


I then aſked him what the D—1 ſent him 


m my Way, charging him not to diſcover 
that ever attempted robbing him; and 
at the ſame Time gave him his Money and 
TRE, ſaying, I would rob no Body but 
a Man 


In ſome time afterwards I went to Burnt. 


| Church, where I met Hackett, Breen, Hou- 
lahan, Stoak and Prenan, who told me 


that there was one Mr. Driſeoll near 


Kilkenny, whom they aſſur'd me had a 
great deal of Money and Plate in his 
Houſe. We concluded to rob Mr. 


Drifkoll 
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Driſtoll the Friday Night following, and T 
promiſed to be with them early on Friday 
Morning, and deſired Hackett to have 
Candles and all other other Neceſſaries 
ready. I accordingly came at the appoint- 
ed Time accompanied by Matthew Grace, 

and aſked Kineehan if he ſaw any of the 
Men? He ſaid he did not, and that he 
admired what delay d them. Then Kince- 
han, Grace and 1 walked into a Grove 
near Kineehban's Houſe, where we ima- 
gined they might be; and ſoon after 1 
obſerved them coming up towards the 
Grove all arm'd. I immediately ſuſpect- 
ed that they had robbed Mr. Drill ; 
whereupon I told Grace, if he would aſſiſt 
me, that we would diſarm them and 
take the Money they brought from Mr. 
Driſtoll's Houſe from them; Grace ſwore 
- he would join me whilſt he had Life. l 
armed him well, and we both went directly 

towards them, deſiring them to ſurrender 
their Arms, or that they were dead Men. 
They immediately delivered me their Arms, 
and alfo to the Value of two hundred 
Pounds in Plate, Watches and Money. 
They then begg'd of me to hearken to 
Reaſon, and informed me that one of 
the Spies came and told- them, that the 
Plate and Money was to be removed on 


Friday, 
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Friday, and that if they did not go on 
Thur/day Night they would miſs of it, and 
they all ſwore they never would be guilty 
of the like again, and deſired me to take 
what I pleas'd of the Booty; but I took 
no Part of it only a Watch. I then or- 
der'd Grace to go towards Grange, and to 
remain about that Place, till I had further 
Occaſion for him. 
I then went towards . with Hou- 
lahan, where Houlahan was informed, that 
one Mr. Maſh came to Thomaſiown to re- 
ceive Rent, which would amount to two 
hundred Pounds. Houlaban went to a 
Friend of his to defire him to ſet Mr. Maſh 
for us; and whilſt Houlaban was away, I 
was told by a Friend of mine, that Houla- 
han had a Barrel of Drink, which he in- 
tended to invite me to drink Share of, 
with a View that I ſhould be taken in 
the Houſe, but that he did not intend in- 
viting me, till he had got Part of Mr. 
Maſbes Money. I told my Friend, 
that I would not ſeem to know any 
thing of the Matter, till after we had rob- 
bed Mr. Maſh, and then that I would give 
Houlaban a great Beating inſtead of his 
Dividend of the Money, and never con- 
verſe with him after. I was alſo inform'd, 
by a Friend, that there was one James 
Lid eie, who was one of my Gang, alſo 
inten led 


| 
| 
| 
| 
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intended to betray me. Houlaban returned 


with an Account that his Friend aſſured 
him that Mr. Mafh was to leave Thomaſtown 
that Night, and the beſt Place to meet him 
was between Dunmore and Ballyragxit. Up- 
on which, we went from Gowran to Kilkenny, 
and 3 thence to Dunmore, and waited 
between Dunmore and Ballyraggit till two 
of the Clock, expecting Mr. Mafh's com- 
ing by; but not meeting him, Houlaban 
invited me to go drink Share of his Barrel 
of Ale, but I told him I would not, well 


knowing his. Deſign; and ſaid, that he 
ſhould come along with me towards Burnt 


Church, which he conſented to, and we ac- 
cordingly went towards Burnt Church. I 
there quitted him, telling him at the ſame 
time, that I was informed, that he intend- 
ed ſetting me, and that if 1 was certain of 
it, 1 would treat him accordingly. 

I then went again to Martin Millea's Houſe, 
where I remained for two Days; and from 
thence I went to the Houſe of James Naſb 
(my Spy) and told Naſh, that I was ſleepy, 
upon which he deſired me to take a Nap, 


and charged him to watch the Ro Road, 
but not to ſend me upon ſo trifling an Er- 
rand as he did before. 


About eleven of the Clock, Naſh awoke 
me, telling me, that there was a Gentleman 


F Juſt OE by, . he had a ca, 
ig 
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big as a Sieve, and that he believed 
he was a Foreigner. I purſued the Gen- 
tleman, and coming up to him, aſked. 
him, Did not he hear that there was a French 
Privateer upon that Road? He ſaid he heard 
ſomething of it, but imagin'd it to be on 
the Waterford Road. I then told him it 
was poſſible for a Privateer to fail from Va- 
terford to that Place, and then demanded 
his Money, which he readily delivered, be- 
ing about eight Pounds. I then intended 
taking his Horſe, but upon ſecond Conſi- 
deration, I not only left him his Horſe, but 
alſo gave him Money to defray his Ex- 
pences to the End of his Journey, and im- 
mediately rode back to Naf's Houſe, and 
deſired him and Grace to go again to Felix 
Donnelly to Gowran, and deſire him to 
fend me Mr. Bayly's Bay Gelding it he was 
come home, for that I did not think the 
Mare fit for my Purpoſe, and that I would 
ſend her back, if he ſent the Horſe. Donnelly 
told them that the Horſe was not then 
come home from Ballytober. | 

As Grace and Naſh were returning from 
Gowran, they ſaw the Waterford Cars afore- 
ſaid, loaden, coming in to Thomaſtawn upon 
which they haſtened to Naſbe's Houle 
(where: I waited expecting their Return) 
and told me, that the Goods lay in 750 

maſiown that Night, I deſired them to go 


in 
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in ach of one James Whelan, a Cotter, 
who lived at Mullin-an- Angle, that he may 


_ aſſiſt them in taking Care of the Goods, 


which were on the Cars. They immedi- 


ately found out Whelan, and alſo prepared 


two Horſes, to carry off as much of the 
Goods as we thought Proper, and which 


were moſt valuable. 


The next Morning we went to Caile- 
banuny on the Mountain Road; I order'd 
the three men to lye in the Heath on 
the Mountain, and that I would ride about 
the Road, to know whether it was popu- 


lous, I ſaw five Ploughs at a Diſtance 


from the Road; upon which I rode up and 
deſired the Plow-men to take no Notice of 
any Thing that might happen that Day, 


or that I would blow their Brains out; 
they anſwer'd, that they had their own 


Work to do, and that they would mind 


nothing elſe. I then fixed a Spy upon 


the Road, and lay down in the Heath. 
Soon after the Spy came to me, and ſaid, 
the Cars were within a Quarter of a Mile 


of me. I then order'd Grace to go a Diſ- 
tance behind the Cars, with a Caſe of Pi- 
ſſtols, for fear any of the Carmen ſhould 


ſteal away; and when I ſaw them come 
through the Village of Caftlebanny, where 
the Road turn'd into the Mountain, I im- 


meinte rode up to them, and bid them

| ſkand, or I would blow their ae out, 
which they at firſt refas'd to do, but ſoon! 
after comply'd, and drove the Hbrſes from 
off the Road, as I order d them; I then 
told them that as I could not get Mo- 
ney from Gentlemen to ſupport me, that 
I muſt have Value; upon which I intended 


rifling the Goods, but after wards concluded 


upon taking the whole; Whereupon I told 


the Carmen, that if the Owners of the 


Goods did not ſend mie one hundred and 

Pounds as a Ranſom, they never 
ſhould ſee a Penny- worth of them. I then 
whiſper d Grace, and defired that he, Bean 
and Edmond Naſh" might drive four of tlie 
Cars, towards the Lands of Rillhnat thumb; 
and when he had left the Cars there, to meer 
me on Phwer Mood Road, and that I 
would detain the Carmen wich mie, and the 
five” Cars which: 'remained;' till the) had 
gone out of Sight. Then I turt'd off 2 


contrary Way into the Mountain, with the 
five Cars, weich T compelled the Carmen 


to drive, in order tõ deceive them in the 
Way the other four Cars were drove. At 
_ the ſame time I took Notice of one of the 
Carmen, and diſtovered him to be one 
Toby Lew, whent the Gentlemen of tlie 
Neighbourhood ” etnploy'd as a Spy after 
me. I aſked him; did he remember when 
Ma Robbins ſent for him to go in Pg 
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of, me ?. ja then excuſed himſelf, ſwear- 
ing that he as compell'd to do fo; 
L. ſaid, - that f. ould .,not. excuſe. him, and 
preſenting, my Muſket at him, defired 
him to call to Mr. Robbins, or any other 
| Gentleman, , who employ'd him as a Spy, 
to come to his Affiſtance, and alſo 
deſired him to ee wa himſelf for another 
World. He then begg'd of me to go and 
kill his Wife and five - Children, for I 
might as well Kill them as himſelf, I then 
told him that he may thank his Wife and 
Children for the Preſervation of his Life. 
He thank'd me for ſparing his Life, ſwear- 
ing, that no Man on. Earth ſhould influ- 
ence him to be guilty. of ſetting or ſpying 
for the future. | 

In a little Time after ſeveral of the peo- 
ple who were cutting Turf, on, the Moun- 
tain gathered together, and came in a Body 
towards me, but I deſired them to ſtand 
off, and take no Notice of what hap- 
pen'd, or 1 wou'd fire among them, 
upon which they immediately withdrew. 
I then drove acroſs the Mountain, where 
J was told there was an Ale-houſe, in- 
tending to give the Carmen a; Barrel of 

160 but. finding there was no Drink there, 
I compell'd the Carmen to drive towards 
the Lands of 8 but by the ** 
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one of the Cars overturn'd, which 1 was: 
oblig*d to leave behind on the Mountain, 
When I came to Power/wood Land it was. 
drawing towards Nighr, and not meeting 
Grace or Naſh, J oblig'd the Carmen to 
throw ſome of the heavy Goods from off 
the Cars; and one of the Carmen ſaid. 


there was a Box laden with Wyre, belong- 
ing to a poor Pedlar in Kilkenny, which he 


begg'd I would not take, upon which I 


conſented to give him, which I after- 


wards repented, when I was aſſured there 


were three hundred and ſixty Guineas, 
with ſome Plate and Rings in it, belongs. 


ing to a Jeweller who lived in Faterford. 
I then order'd one of the Carmen to 


back and take Care of the Car which over- 7 


turn'd, deſiring him to drive it to Waterford, 
and bid the Merchants ſend me one hun- 


dred and fifty Pounds as a Ranſom, and 


they ſhould - have their Goods back a- 


gain, and order'd the reſt of the Carmen 
to go to a Cabbin which was near, and to 


remain there *till the next Morning, which 
they accordingly did. 


After the Men departed, I drove the Cars 


a little Diſtance farther, and then rode to 
the Lands of Killimachſbane to know how 


Grace and Naſh had fixed the four Cars be- 
fore mentioned. When I came there I ſaw - 


them mY the Goods and diſputing a- 
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bout them, I: order'd them to fix the 
Goods again upon the Cars, and drive 
them beyond Bull lycougbſouft into the Moun- 
tain, it being then Night-fall ; but find- 
ing that Place inconvenient, we drove 
' them to Bohillogh Lands, where there were 
ſome Heath and Furze cut in a Valley, 
where we unloaded the Cars, and cover'd 
the Goods with the Heath and Furze. * 
I thought there they would be ſafe, as I 
expected that the Waterford Merchants 
wou'd ſoon come in Search of them and 
me. I order'd the Men to drive the 
Cars about a Mile and an Half from the 
Place we hid the Goods, and to find 
out other Cars and drive them a Mile or 
two backwards and acroſs in order to de- 
ceive the Purſuers. It was then Break of 
Day, and I went to Knockaroura, which 
was about half a Mile from the Place the 
Goods were hid, and it was then clear 
Day, which prevented. my going to Pow- 
erſwoed Lands for the Remainder of the 
Goods. I told my Men that I wou'd | 
take a Nap of Sleep, and finding a Clift in 
the Mountain, I lay down there with my 
Muſket under my Head; I had not 
long ſlept before Naſts Mother came and 
awoke. me, faying, ſhe had prepared a 
Breakfaſt for me, and prevailed upon me 
wo 80 with her to her Houſe to Ballycougb-

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faut. 1 not long there before my Spy 
NMuſb inform'd me that the Neighbourhod 
was ſurrounded by the Militia and Mer- 
chants of Materfurd, who came in Purſuit 
of me and the Goods; he alſo ſaid that 
they had Spies fixed about Powered 
Hill where they found the Goods L had left 
chere, and Spies upon Kynockaroura, and 
upon the Hills of Enniſtengue, and »at 
ſeveral other Places round the Neighbour- 
hood where. they ſuſpected that I was, 
2 if they couꝰ d get one Sight of me 

would take me dead or alive; up- 
en which Nafp's Mother infiſted upon my 
ſtaying in her Houſe, but I ſwore 1 wou'd 
by no means ſtay, for that I was fu | 
would ſearch all the Cabins in the Neigh- 
bourhood for me. 

I then quitted the Houſe and went 
towards Enniſteague, where I thought to get 
over the River Nore, and go off to- 
wards the County of Carlo, but ſeeing 
Spys upon all the Hills around me, it was 
impoſſible for me to get off without b 
ſeen by ſome of them. In a little time I met a 
Neighbour coming up from Exniſteagur 
whom I begg d to go and try if I could get 
into the Black Caſtle undiſcover'd, telling 
him that the Purſuers were within three 
Fields of me rags the Lands of Killimac- 
ee he accordir * went us 1 * 
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but whilſt he was away, I imagined that he 


might betray me, as I judged there would 


-be a great Sum of Money offered for any 
Intelligence of me that Day, therefore 1 
turn'd of the Road and hid myſelf in a 


Break of Briars which was on one ſide of 


a narrow Road leading from Enniſteague; 
:there I ſoon fell faſt aſleep, but not before 
T charg'd a Caſe of Piſtols and a Muſketr, 
-which I had with me. | 
-In ſome Time after one of the Carmen 
<oming up from Euniſteague heard me ſno. 
ring in the Break, and immediately went 
to the Purſuers, and told them he would dif- 
cover where I was if they gave him a Re- 
ward, upon which they promis'd him five 
Pounds, and gave him two Shillings and 


eight Pence Earneſt. He immediately 


brought them to the Peer abou fifty 


arm'd Men, amongſt whom were eighteen 
of the Waterford Militia : Grenadiers, as 1 


have been told: They divided themſelves 
into two Parties, one before and another 


behind me in the narrow Road ; three of 


| them advanc'd towards the Break, to which 


the Carman pointed, and fired all together. 


The | Noiſe of the Shots awoke me, but 


finding I was not hurt did not ſtir. -I heard 
Faſter ſay, that the D——1 a one was in the 
Break, upon which I imagined they would

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wards the Break, ſaid there was a Pig or a 
Dog in it, upon Which I fired a Piſtol and 
ſhor him thro? the Palm of the Hand and 
Wriſt. The Parties above and below me 
gave way, and Foſter was ſent wounded to 
Enniſteague, They ſent to Sir William 
Fownes for Men and Ammunition to take 
me, faying I was dead in the Break. Sir 
Milliam ſaid, as I have heard, that he 
knew no Occaſion they could have for Men 
and Ammunition to take a dead Man; but 
notwithſtanding, he ſent them both Men 
and Ammunition. During this Time I lay 
under their Fire, which was above two 
Hours and a Half, they firing four at a 
Time from each Party; their Balls ſeveral 
Times graz d my Head and Side. I ſtill 
preſented my Muſket at them and miſs'd 
Fire ſeveral Times. When Sir William's 
Men came up, his Groom rode up to the 
Break, and it leaping over it, the Horſe's 
hind Legs tore it open, and at the ſame 
Time I preſented a Piſtol at him, but 
holding it up fo ftrait the Fire could nor 
come at the Pan; they all cry'd out, ſay- 
ing, pull him out by the Legs, he is dead, 
and advanced within Piſtol Shot of me, and 
one of them fir'd upon me. I immediate- 
ly cock'd the Piſtol and ſhot him acroſs the 
Back of the Hand and Nuckles with a fin- - 
20 Ball; he cry'd out that he v was Kill d,

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but Sir Willis Coachman made Anſwer, 
that tho he was kill'd he could run ic 
faſt. | I then primed. my Muſkert afreſh, 
ſolving to go out amongſt them, —

out with my Muſket preſented, ery ing out, 
ye Sons of Whores I'Il blow your 2 
out, and then wheel'd about. They a 
gave way both Right and Left, —.— 8 
iam Groom, who was charging his Piſ⸗- 
tols. I ran up to him, preſenting my Muſ- 
ket within two Feet of his Body, who 
turn'd his Back on me, that he ſhould not 
ſee me kill him, but I again miſs'd Fire, 
on which I threw the Muſket out of my 
Han d, and leap'd over a Quickſet Hedge 
| which was near me, and ran acroſs a Field 
here I met another large Quickſet Hedge,

» Which ſhaded. me from the Sight of 
the urſyers ; then I came to.a Valley where 
1 found a Herſe "anfiP'd. I then mounted 
the Horſe and rode over the River Nore, and 
went into a Wood call d Lat kingorrab, 
where 1 od. — #80 63h ch and 
Unagining J wou urſded there, pre- 
par d myſelf for — Attack. I was 
then about two O Clock in the Afternoon, and 
rained very hard, which prevented any fur-

; | 2 Grace 
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Grace, who was all this Time in the 
N eighbourhood, heard that 1 was killed.; 
he ſwore, that the Goods ſhould die with 
me, intending to ſet the Furze and Heath 

Ih which the Goods were hid, on Fire. 1 
lay that Night at Dobbin's Mill, within a 
Muſket Shot of the Wood; and ſent a 
Spy to know which Way che Purſuers 
would take the next 1 who brought 
Word, that by the beſt Accounts he could 
get, the Purſuers intended going in ſearch 
of the Goods, the next Morning. 
I then; delired the Spy to watch them 
well, and let me know at Night, if they 
found out the Goods; and alfo to deſire 
Grace to come to me. Gate came to me 
at Night to Dobbin's Mill, with an Account, 
that one Welſb from Bally-cougb- ſouſt had dif- 
covered the Goods, and that he took away 
a large Cheſt of Green Tea; he was alſo in- 
formed, that ſome of the Men who work- 
ed in Sir Williams Wood had taken Part of 
the Goods, and that the Country People 


were alſo rifling them. Grace and I conclud- 


ed to call. upon Naſh and watch the 
Goods, that. Night, which we accordingly 
did, though I was at the ſame Time con-

Grace and Naſh brought the Goods to the 
Place appointed; then I ſent Grace to 
Watch the Remainder of the Goods, and 
allo to know if the Materford Merchants 
intended paying me a Ranſom for the 
Goods; ſoon after Grace parted me, he was 
told by one Nicholas Kelly, that the Mer- 
chants were at Power/ſwood, and that they 
ſent him Word to find me out if he could, 


and defired I would: meet them upon Ho- 


nour that Night; Grace came back im- 


mediately to Martin Milled's- Houſe, and 


told me what the Merchants faid. I or- 
dered him to go back to Kelhy, and bid 


him go directly and tell the Merchants, 


2 I would meet them, but if they had 
any Arms, be it at their own Perils, and 


| alſo tell them, that I would ſend a Meſſen- 


ger to direct them to the Place I would 


meet them at, which Kelly informed them 


of 1 accordingly. ſent Grace to Powers- 
wood; the Gentlemen ſwore they had 
no Arms; that it was contrary to their 
Will and Directions, that I was purſued by 
the reſt of the Gentlemen. Grace came 


along with them to the Place where I was,

ing Grace there I gave him my Mare in

. back in that Time; that he would hear of 


me at Nas Houſe, or at Kelly's. In 
the mean Time I told Na, I wanted 
Horſe to go a little way off, he went 
with me, and we got a black Horſe be- 


lenging to ſome of the Neighbours. I 


told Na/s 1 would be with him the Night 
following, and rode off to Martin Millta's 
Heuſe, who lent me a bald face Gelding, 


nad at my Return the nent Night towards

Mr. Robbius to take or kill me. And com- 
ing near the Houſe, Naſb aſked me who was 
there, and changing my Voice, anſwered in

at Night without being queſtioned by 
Rogues, with which I ſaid that Countr7 
abounded, and rode off undiſcovered : At

that there were Spies. I then rode to:Ke/ly's 
Houſe, and ſtaid there that Night, and the 
next Morning ſent K#ly: back with the 


Horſe, deſiring him to leave him on the

Lands of Farpoint. I then went towards Naſh's 
Houſe, and met Naſb by the Way, who 
aſked.me why I did not come to his Houſe 
laſt Night? I told him, I believed there 
were Spies out, telling him what happened 


the Night before, upon which he ſaid, thag 
it was he that ſpoke to me, and was 


waiting for me all Night, but was not ſure 

that I was the Perſon anſwered, as I rode a 
different Horſe, and alſo altered my Voice. 
He then -wanted me to go home with him, 
but I refuſed, and deſired him to go to 
Grace, and bring my Mare, for that 1 
wanted to go ſome Diſtance off, which he 
promiſed to do.

I then rode off to- 
wards Burnt- Church, but by the Way meet- 
ing with Martin Millea, I ſent to Thomas- 
town for ſome Claret, and we ſat drinking 
till it was near Day, and then thinking it 
an unſeaſonable Time to go to Millea's 
Houſe, I turned back towards Vaſb's Houſe, 
forgetting the Suſpicion I had of Naſb, and 
he well knowing the Road I was to come 
back, had the Enemy planted on both 
Sides of a narrow Road, which was near 
his own Houſe. When I came up, they 
fired upon me from both Sides of the 
Road, and my Hat was knocked off by one

ver in the Boat to Browne's-Barn, and went 
to Maneiry's Houſe, where J remained two 
Days, and there received Drugs, and the 
Chirurgeon's Directions for dreſſing my 
Wounds. | 

In the mean time Naſb and his Brother 
went to my Wife, and with Tears in their 
Eyes, aſked her if ſhe heard from me, or 
— was? She told them ſhe heard 
I was dead, and immediately ſent a 
Meſſenger to me to know, if I would be 
ſatisfied they ſhould know, where I was ? 
1 ſent her Word back, that . ſhe ſhould 
by. no Means tell them, for that I was 
ausfiel they ſold me; ſhe told them 
ſhe. did not hear from me, fince I was 
wounded, but that ſhe verily. believed 
was dead. I then ordered ES and Phe- 
lun to EE. the Boat re for I would 
quit _ Place and g further down. the 
River, which 1 did, and went 
to Clonnemuck-Wood, where 1 remained five 
Days, and dreſs'd my Wounds myſelf; but 
in the mean time had Phelan as a Spy to 
watch Sir //illiam Farunas and Counſellor 
Robbins, who were daily in Purſuit of me, 
with ſeveral Men armed, and deſired Phe- 
lan to. ſend a Horſe for me in five Days 
e that J believed the e would

give over the Purſuit by that Time. Phe. 
lan brought the Horſe as I order'd him, 
and informed me, that I may with Safety go 
to his Houſe, provided I did not remain 
long there; and alſo told me, that he be- 
lieved my beſt Friends were turn'd Spies 
after me. The Night after I came down 
the River, there were Spies fixed upon all 
the Fords between Thomaſtown and En- 
niſteague; upon which I croſs'd the River 
Nore in a Boat with Phelan, and went to his 
Houſe, where we no ſooner: arrived, than 
Phelan's Wife told me, that the two No/bes 
were there enquiring about me, and aſked 
her if ſhe could give any Account of me ? 
She faid ſhe could not, but believed I was 
dead. I remained there that Night, and the 
next Day told Phelan I would quit that 
Side of the Country, which J accordingly 
did, and went that Night to Millea's, 
where I ſtaid a Day and a Night, and went 
from thence to Burnt-Church, and ſtaid till 
I was pretty well recovered, though till 
lame.

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I never would have any Quietneſs in that 
Country, whilſt Counſellor Robbins was in 
it; and told me, at the ſame time, that 
Lord Carrick and the Earl of Beſborough 
had Spies after me, and had join'd the 
Robbins's. He was for adviſing me to blow 
tile Counſellor's Brains out, who was ſo 
inquiſitive after me; that it would be a 
Means of preventing any further Purſuit 
aſter me. I told him my Heart would not 
admit me to do ſo, as I eat ſo much Bread 
in his Family; and further ſaid, it was my 
own Fault, for that if I behaved honeſt I 
was convinc'd he would rather promote

Millea coming in, 
we drunk a Bottle of Wine, and he infiſted 
I would ſtay to take another Bottle, and 
eat Share of a cold Shoulder of Mutton. 


I beg'd to be excus'd, ſaying, that I be- 
nie ved the Fords were ſet, and that there 


were Spies out, and 1 ſhould have gone 
away before that Time. He then ſaid, that 
he would ſend Connor up to the Parkour, 
that I may get out undiſcovered. In the 


mean time Supper came in, and I begg'd 
of him to lend me his bay Horſe, which he 


don ſented to do, and ſent a Boy away de- 


firing him unknown to me, to bring a 

heavy grey Mare 3 to his Father, 
and accordingly the Meflenger came with 
the Mare, 1 the bay Horſe could not 


be found. 


Thad not at this Time: the leaſt Sufpicis 


of 'Mfi/lea, though in fact he betray d e 


for when he parted me in the Morning, he 


went to Mr. Arthur Buſhe, and agreed with 


him to ſet me for a Sum of Money, of 


which Sum, Mr. Buſbe, as I am told gave 
him fixteen Guineas.

to the Street-door, I ſaw. ſome Men ſtand- 
ing at the End of Millea's Father's Houſe, 
Laſk'd the Girl who them Men were? She 
id ſhe could not tell, but believ'd they; 
were ſome of the Tenants. I then deſired 
her to go and ſee who they were; ſhe ac- 
cordingly did, and: brought me Word they 
were ſome of the Tenants. I ſaid twas an 
odd Time for Tenants to come to their 
Maſter's Houſe, at ten o Clock at Night. 


I then rode off, but did not go above an 


hundred Vards, when one of the Enemy 
fir d, and ſhot the Mare under me. Then 
[- alighted, and falling upon one Knee, I 
cock d a Blunderbuſs, thinking that ſome 
of them would appear, and none of them 
appearing, I went under the Cover of ſome 
Ditches towards Thomaſtawn, and. waited; 
for two Hours at the End of two Roads, 
where I thought. the Enemy would come 
by; but not ſeeing them, I imagined they 
went over ſome: of the Fords. Then I went. 
to Mullinakill, to Phelan's Houſe, wherein 
I did not think it ſafe to lye, thereſore 1 
went into a Corn Field near n | 
| where 
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where I ſtaid till Night, and then went 


with Phelan to Coulnemuck Wood; imagin- 
ing that it was impoſſible for me to remain 
with Safety in that Country, concluded to 
quit the Kingdom, and wrote a Letter, de- 


firing Phelan to carry it to Waterford, and 


to enquire for a Friend of mine, who was 
Captain of a Ship, and at that Time lay in 
the Harbour of Yaterford, and bring me 
an immediate Anſwer; which he accord- 
. ingly did; the Ship being ready to fail. 

My Friend deſired that I would the next 
Night meet him at the Rock call'd the 
White Horſe, and that he would bring the 


Ship's Boat for me, which I accordingly 


did, and there met my Friend, who aſſured 
me, that he would take me with Safety out 
of the Kingdom.

The Captain con- 
trived a Place under Deck for me, where! 
| remained undiſcover'd, and promited to

I intended going to France. 

There was a great Hurricane and Storm 
when we came within ſome Leagues of the 
e of Man, which took away our Fore- 
maſt, and by great Fortune we got ſafe in- 
to the Harbour of Dublin, and came up to 
George's Quay. One Night the Sailors go- 
ing out to drink, I went a Shore with the 


Captain, and afterwards came aboard pub- . 


lickly before the Men. I told the Men that

me a Suit of Women's Cloaths and a 


Cloak-and Cap, and' that I would put my 
own Cloaths in a Bag, ' with the Bludder- 
buſs and Piſtols, and would throw the Fu- 
zee over board, it being too long. The 


Chair c came the next Morning before Day. 
N | I was - 
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I:was ready dteſſed in the Women's Cloaths, 
and the Captain handed me into the Chair 
as if his Wife, and accompanied me in the 
Chaiſe. 

- We then fer off, and len we came to 
Aill, the Chaiſe Boy ſaid he would bait 
there. When the Captain went out of the 
Chaiſe, he forgot to hand me out, but the 
Landlord coming up to me ſaid, Madam, 
Ell hand you out, upon Which J lad my 
Hand upon his Shoulder, and leap'd out of 
the Chaiſe, and pretended: I hurt my. 
Ankle, ſo I ſtooped till I got into the 

— to prevent the Landlord from ee. 
inge my Face. 

We order d ſomething for Breakfaſt and 
Lent! the Captain out to the Kitchen de- 
firing him to make the Chaiſe Bby drink 
— that we miglit prevent him from 
Kileullen. When we came near 
Hulruilen, I deiſired the Captain to tell the 
Chaiſe Boy, that I was a Wotan he was 
running away with, and was well known 
at Kilculleu, that he might not ſtop there. 
The Captain gave him half a Crown. The 
Boy had Oats in the Chaiſe-Box, and when 
we: came four Miles beyond Kilcullen he 
baitec his Horſe at a Cabbin, and drove 
towards Cariow;: When we came near 
Carlow it was. Night, then the Captain 
and I alighiedꝭ I took the. Bag out of the 
| Chaiſe, 
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Chaiſe, and went into a Ditch out of the 


Chaiſe Boy's Sight, where T put on my 
own Cloaths, and put the Woman's Cloaths 
into the Bag, which the Captain put into 
the Chaiſe Box, and deſired the Boy to 


drive on before him, for that he intended 


to leave me at a private Lodging that Night. 


He accordingly. drove away, and the Cap- 


tain and I walked till I got into the Streets 


of Carlow, where I took my Leave of him, 
_ thanking him for his Integrity to me. 1 


then walked through the Streets of Car- 


low, with my Blunderbuſs under my Coat, 
and went to Gowran, where I remained. 
that Night with Felix Donnelly, and the 
next Night went to the Neighbourhood of 
Burnt-Church, where I met Hackett, alias 
Brifteen and Breen, and deſired them to go 


and ſet ſome Houſe for me, or to learn 


where there was Money. I was informed 
by them, that the Enemy was quite har- 
rals'd ſearching for me every Day, ſince ! 
left the Country, and that one Perſon ſaid 
I was kill'd, another ſaid I was buried in 
the Banks of the Nore, and others of them 
ſearch'd ſeveral Church-yards, where they

In fome Time after, I was told that 
Grace, Phelan and the two Naſhes were 
making up a Gang to rob the Mountain 


by armers ; upon which I ſent Grace Word, 


= -:: har 
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that I was in the Neighbourhood, and de- 
Hired that he would not rob the Mountain 
Farmers; that I would be with him in a 
Fortnight's time; therefore Grace told Naſh 
that I was to be with him ſoon, not ſuſpecting 
that he would betray either him or me. 
Soon after I was told it was rumour'd 
about, that I was to be in the Neighbour- 
hood of Gragze, upon which the Spies were 
out in that Country, all which I had In- 
formation of; and alſo, that the Enemy 
were out every Night, expecting I would 
that Way, but I was reſolved. to deceive 
them; therefore remained in and about 
the Neighbourhood of Burnt-Church. 
Some time after I was informed, that 
Matthew Grace, Phelan and one Richard | 
Millea were ſet by Naſh, and taken by 
Counſellor Robbins and his Party, and a 
Party of Sir William Fowwnes's, and ſent to 
Hilkenm Goal, in the following Manner, 
© Counſellor Robbins told Naſh and Kelly 
who were Spies for him, that he was ſa- 
tisfied they were both impoſing on and de- 
ceiving him, for that on their falſe Diſ- 
coveries, they had made him and the Neigh- 
bours, who always attended, ride ſeveral 
hundred. Miles at different Times, in hopes 
of apprehending ſome of -the Gang, whom

for that he had Evidence enough to convict 
them both. They told him they could not 
give any Account of me, having heard F 
had left the Kingdom ; but they would 
ſet Matthew Grace and Phelan for him, as 
ſoon as they could perſuade them that chives 
was any Money in ſome Farmer's Houſe in 
the Neighbourhood, whom they might 
rob, and he ſhould have Notice of the 
Time and Place fo as to apprehend 
them.

other Party headed by Mr. Mixon of Brown's: 


Barn, and. Mr. !Fitz-Gerald to Kelly's Pota- 


toe Garden in like Manner; but as he could 
not bear lying on the Ground himſelf, 
without indangering his Life by the Cold, 
he and Mr. Charters ſat under a Quickſet- 
Ditch, half Way between both Houſes, 
ready ito go to either, a. as the Sig- 
nal was given, , 

When the Houſe was ſurrounded, Mat 
thew Grace, Phelan, and Richard Millea on 
their Journey ſtole Horſes to carry them 
thither, and about twelve at Night got to 
Naſbe's; on which the Party without giving 
the Signal, attacked the Houſe, and Mr. 
Haydon entered, but Phelan got a Pitchfork 
_ ſtabbed at. thoſe who were following, 
on which they fir'd-at him with a Bluder- 
buſs, which ſhatter'd one of his. Knees in 

ſo terrible a Manner, that he died in about 

thirty Hours. Counſellor Robbins the next 

Morning ſent them to Goal, and at the 

next Aſſizes proſecuted Grace and Millea, 
for the Horſes they had ſtole, which he had 
ſecured the Night he took them, and they 
were both convicted and executed.

1 lay by for ſome Time after, and Brif- 
ten came back, and ſaid, he believed, that

tity of Money in it; he ſaid he heard in 
that Neighbourhood.

There were two Men lying in the Parlour,

Muſkets, I knock'd him down, and took 


the two Muſkets, and fixed one of my Men 


to guard them. I then went to Mr. But. 


lers Room, and deſired him immediately 


to dre(s himſelf, and to ſhew me where his 


Money was ; upon which he put on his 
Cloaths, and went to his Deſk, which he 
open'd, and faid that he had ſent his Mo- 
ney to Waterford, on Account of the Piſ- 
Ban in the Neighbourfiood. T then 
"0 F 3 aſked 
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afked him, why he ſent my Share there? 
How could he imagine that thoſe Men of 
mine could be ſupported without Money:? 
He anſwer'd, that if he expected me, he 
would have kept ſome in the Houſe for me. 
I ſaw three Snuff boxes in the Deſk, which 
I took, but he ſaid that one of them be- 
long d to his Daughter. T then aſked where 
ſhe was? He ſaid in MWaterford, upon which 
I return'd it, bidding him to give my Com- 
pliments to his Daughter, and that I would 
not deprive her of it, Afterwards finding 
ſome Plate, I took it and divided it among 
the Men, faying - it Was 990 little for their 
Trouble. 
Mr. Butler beg'd of me to order the Men 
away, as they were blackned, and call'd a 
Servant of his to get ſome Drink for us. 
I told him we would take a Draught of his 
Drink, but we did not intend. to delay.

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Neighbourhood: of Burnt-Church, and there 
remained for ſome time, and: ſoon after 
went to the County of Tipperary, to rob 
one Watſon, a Quaker, whom as Brifteen” 
inform'd me, had fold ſeven Score Bullocks 
and two hundred Weathers, and he was 
ſure Pat/on had the Price of them in his 
| Houſe, and coming oppoſite to the Houle, 
Jobſerv'd Light in a Room above Stairs, 
where I judg'd Mr. Watſon lay. Where- 
upon I ſent Briſſeen to look about the 
Houſe for a Ladder, intending to get in at 
Mr. HW, atſon's Room Window, but he could 
not find one. I then deſired him to pre- 
are the Lights, for that it was Time to 
egin our Work, which he accordingly did. 
As we were going up to the Houſe, I heard 
Breen whiſpering one of the Men, ſaying, 
that he heard that Mr. Watſon had Scythes 
fixed by Pullies over the Doors and Win- 
dows of his Houſe, upon which I turned 
about, and deſir'd the Son of a Whore not 
to daunt the Men, or that I would blow his 
Brains out. 


We then came up to the Houſe and licht 


our Candles; I fd Houlaban and Breen 
at each Side of the Houſe, and coming 

to a Window broke it open with a Sledge, 
and afterwards broke open a Door, which 
was between me and the Stair, Caſe, and 
when 1 went up two Steps of the Stairs,

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104 The Life and Adventures 
turn'd about aſking the Men what detaind 
them? Mr. VFVatſon hearing the Noiſe, 
aroſe, and came to the Stair-head ; when 
he ſaw me at the Stair-foot with a Candle 
in my Hand, he having a Muſket charg'd 
with Swan-ſhot fir'd at me, but miſſed me, 
upon which I fir'd a Random Shot at him, 
not having a full View of him, and ſhot off 
a Piece of the Bannifter of the Stairs near 
him, and: fir'd five Shots running at him 
by gueſs, defiring Braſs to Charge for me. 
I ſwore I would blow his Brains out, and 
fet his Houſe on fire. I then imagin'd him

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Road above Ballhmac in the County of 
Kilkenny ; it was then clear Day. I then de- 
fired Houlahan, Briſteen, Breen, and Quig- 
ly, to go to Burnt-Church Wood, telling 
them, that Braſs and I would ſtand the 
High Road that Day, as I found my Mare 
was in good 1 * its, and that if I met with 
no Prey that Day, I would go to Kean's 


Houſe that Night. Braſs and I ſtood the 


Highway all Day, but to no Purpoſe, and 


1 remained. about that Neighourhood for - 
ſome Time after. The Men ſoon after - 


wards diſperſed about the Country, but 


Hackett and I ſtood the Kells Road, and 


one Day meeting Mr. Jolly from Kil- 


kenny, I bid him ſtand and deliver, but he 
had no Money except ſome Silver, which I 


took from him with his Watch, which J after- 


wards returned, charging him not to men- 
tion that I met him, and ſtill remaining 
on that Road, I ſoon met a Gentleman 


whom 1 alſo bid to ſtand and deliver; he 


told me, that all the Money he had was 


1 Guineas and a Half, having laid out 


a good deal of Money in buymg Wool, 


ol. alſo” ſaid herhad a Charge of Children, 


and was only endeavouring for Bread for 


them, and likewiſe faid, he lived in Car- 
rick, upon which I told him, I would not 


prejudice a dealing Man, and returned him 


hand Money, but charged him not to tell 
10 Fa that 
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that he met me on that __ but to ſay 
it was on Caſtlebanny Road. 

I then told Hacker, that we would meet 
better Fair on the Turnpike Road, and we 
accardingly went there, where we had not 
long remained before Hackett ſpied one 
Firz- patrick and one Headen with two more, 
three of whom were Wool Buyers from 
Carrick ; when they came within Shot of 
me, Hackett who was behind gave me the 

Signal, crying out, Shoot them, I immedi- 
_ prefented a Muſket at them, ſwear- 
g I. would blow their Brains out, and 

: — obliged them to alight and lead 
their Horſes from off the bigh Road into a 
narrow Road leading to Burni- Church, and 
-compelled them to ſit down at a Diſtance - 
from each other. I ſtood at a little Way 
from them, and ordered Hackett to go up 
to them, commanding them to give him 
their Money, and fwearing that if any of 
them attempted to prevent him from ſearch- 
Ing their Pockets I would blow his Brains 
out. Upon which Fi:z-parrick ſaid, that 
he Hl mot think I would prejudice him. I 
then aſked him who he vas, or what was 
his Name, he anſwered, that his Name was 
NMiz- patrick, that he lived in Carrik ; 
then I recollected when I was ſick in Car- 
riot, he behaved very civil to me, and told 
him, that if he made himſelf known .

and aſked Mr. Fitz-patrick where he and 
his Company were going, he anſwered, they

he thanked me kindly, and ſo rode of. 


I remained in that Neighbourhood for 
ſome Time after and went from thence to 


one Millea's Houſe in the Neighbourhood 


of Erague, and from thence I ſent for my 


Wife, and aſked her what Accounts ſhe 
had for me from the Mountains on the o- 


ther Side of the Nore; ſhe told me that the 


Neighbourhood abounded moſtly with Spies 


who were ſent out by Sir William Fownes, - 
the Robbinss, the Earl of Carrick, the Earl 
ot Beſborough, Colonel Morres, and all their 
Intereſts ; I deſired her to go to Kelly's 


Houſe, and remain a while there to learn 
ſomè Accounts from Kelly; ſhe ſoon return- 


ed, and faid, that by the beſt Accounts 


ſhe could get, Counſellor Robbins had ſeve- 
ral Spies after me in that Neighbaurhood, 


which Were Kelly, Corkorn, James Nafb, | 


Patrick Welſh, Phelan, and one Fling, who 
watched all Night, and were fixed in ſeve- 


ral different Parts of the Neighbourhood, - 
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where they thought I would reſort to; the 
alſo told me, that Counſellor Robbins . 
moned Eighty of his own and his Brother's 
Tenants, who were all ſworn ſeparately, fo 
that one did not know the Tenor of the 
others Oath, to give him all the Intelligence 
they could hear or learn of me, and he 
"promiſed any of them a, Reward of three 
hundred Pounds, who would ſet me in a 


- Houſe, or ſhew him where I was; ſhe fur- 


ther told me, that the Method the Spies 
- had to find me out was, that they were up 
very early looking about the Neighbour- 

hood to find out either the Track of my 

Mare or myſelf, they having the length and 
' breadth of my Shoe, upon which I got a 
-large Pair of Brogue-maker's Pumps and 
_ wore them in that Neighbourhood ; fome- 
times I appeared well mounted in thai 
Neighbourhood about Sun-ſet, which occa- 
' honed the Spies to imagine I was about the 
"Place, and then went to the Enemy, who 
uſed to be in Purſuit of me for a Fortnight 
without the leaſt Intelligence of me, as [ 
always rode ten or twelve Miles diſtant 
from the Neighbourhood. Sometimes, | 
would appear before the Spies, who imme- 
diately went and informed the Enemy, that 
I rode towards the Mountain, and that they 
_" could track my Horfe, for I rode eaſy till 
i got out of their * and then rode a- 

crels 
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croſs the Heath, where they could not 
track me, and fo conſtantly got clear from 
them, the Enemy purſuing me to no Pur- 
pole. . + 
I frequently baffled: them in this Manner 
to harraſs the Spies, but ſome time after 
Houlahan, Breen, Briſteen, and I, came to 
the Houſe of Patrick Welſh, who was one 
of Mr. Robbins's Spies, and broke open his 
Door after Night-fall; and immediately 
ſeized him; I pur a Knife to his Ear ſwear- 
ing 1 would cut it off, and compelled him 


to lay his Leg on a Stool, taking a Hatchet 


in my Hand, ſwore I would cut it off, tell- 
ing him F was a good Chirurgeon, and 
would give him a Trade whereby he might 
get his Bread eaſier than by labouring 
Work. He begged of me not to cut off 
his Leg, for he had worked ſeveral Days 
for me; upon which Houlaban came up, 
and aſked me was I playing with the Son 
of a Whore, and at the fame Time 
fired a Shot by Welſb's Ear, at which he 
bounced off the Stool and fell into the 
Fire. The Men ſaid that they did not 
come all that Way to be trifling with the 
Thief, and that they would kill him in- 
ſtantly, but he begged of me to ſpare his 
Life for that Time, and he would ſwear 
folemnly before the Congregation at Maſs, 
you he never would be a Spy again for Mr. 


Robbins 
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Robbins or any other Perſon, upon which 1 
forgave him. 

The next Day Velſh told Mr. Robbins, 
that he e to go and ſwear before 
the Congregation; upon which Mr. Robbins 
ſent for the Prieſt EIN him a Charge 
to prevent Welsh, alſo charged the 


Prieſt to curſe any Perſon who ſhould enter- 


tain me. My Men when they heard that, 
ſaid, that it was no Pity I mould be ſold, p 
I did not make an Example of 3/1. 
deſired my Men to meet me in ſome Time 


after at Burat-Church, they went ——— 
Comran, and I went towards Gragye. The 
Enemy at that Time employed Beggars a- 
bout the Country to get Intelligence of 
me. In ſome Time after I went to Buru:- 


Church, where I was informed by Kineeban 


that Bulger was returned from England, and 
that he was in the Neighbourhood; Itold 
him I did not care where he was, for he 


had uied me ill. Kzechan ſaid, that he 
was in a very low Condition, that he was 
taken in England, and that he had a very 


narrow Eſcape, and Kinceban prevailed up- 
on me to be reconciled to Bulger and lent 
for him. 


When Bay. ger came, I aſked him what 


he did with my Watch, be ſaid he was o- 


bliged to give it and ſeveral other valuable 


—_ to a Gentleman, without whoſe In- 


tereſt 
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tereſt he could not remain in that Neigh- 
bourhood. Then I ſent Briſteen to the 
Queen s- County to learn whether the Gentle- 
men were under any Apprehenſions, or whe- 
ther one Mr. Drouth had Money in his Houſe; 
 Brifleen ſoon returned with an Account, 
that he heard that Mr. Drouth had ſold a 
Pareel of fat Bullocks and ſome fat Wea- 
_ thers, and had lately returned from Dublin 
with the Price of them, upon which Bul- 
ger, Breen, Briſteen, and I went to the 
Queen 's-Caumty to pay Mr. Drouth a Viſit, 
and not being acquainted with the Houſe, 
we came there before the Family went to 
Bed, to be the better Judges what Part ef 

the Houſe Mr. Douth lay in, and by the 
putting out of the Candles I judged he lay 
above Stairs. We remained there till we 
imagined the People of the Houſe were all 
aſleep and then came up to the Houſe and 
light our Candles; I defired Breen to go to 
the back of the Houſe, and Bulger, Bri- 
feen, and I would go in. I broke open the 
Parlour Window with a Sledge, and we got 
into the Parlour, where we found two Fu- 
Zees;;z we then went to the Hall, where 
there were three Men Servants in Bed, and 
one of them attempting to make ſome Re- 
ſiſtance was knocked down, I left Bulger 
to guard them, Hackett and I went up 
Stairs to Mr, Drouth's Room, who was get- 

: | ting 
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ting up, I laid hold him, on and in- 
ſiſted he would tell me how many 
Men were in the Houſe, he told me there 
was not a Man but three, who lay in the 
Hall. We rifled the Houſe of Money and 
Plate, to the Value of one hundred Pounds, 
and then quitting the Houſe, we made the 
beſt of our way to Barnt-Church, where we 
did not arrive till eleven of the Clock the 
next Day, and coming to Burnt-Church 
Wood, we there divided the Booty, and 
went to Kineeban's Houſe that Night. 
Is xremamed in and about that Neighbour- 
Hood for ſome: Time, and there my Wife 
came and told me that Kelly was the Chief 
of the Spies after me; I bid her go to Kel- 
ts Houſe and to tell Kelly that I had a 
great deal of Confidence in him, and that 
Prat del committing a Robbery ſoon af- 
ter, and that as ſoon as I had effected it, I 
| I would call upon her at his Houle, and 
upon her telling him ſo he would undoubt- 
edly bring the Enemy to watch me at the 
Time ſhe pretended I would come there; 
and as it was then Winter Time, they 
would be quite harraſſed by waiting for me 
' by Night. I alſo deſired her to perſuade 
him at any Time he. ſhould be impatient 
for my. coming, that I would be there in a 
Day or en e and that ſomething extraordi- 
rang i ene * W 8 nary 
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| nary had happened me, or that I would be 
there. She accordingly did as I deſired, 
and all the Time ſhe was there, ſhe under- 
ſtood that the Enemy were about his Houle, 
and ſeeing Kelly going out frequently at 
Night, of which ſhe informed me by a 
Friend, I ſtill ſent her Word to inſiſt that 
I would be there ; upon which ſhe fed his 
Hopes that I would be at his Houſe ſoon, 


but Kelly oftentimes admired at my Delay; 
however, ſhe kept him in Expectation of 


ſeeing me for two Months, during which 
Time the Enemy were almoſt periſhed, 
and begun to ſuſpect Kelly was my Friend, 
and he was making game of them; upon 
which he ſwore that he believed he was made 

ame of himſelf, for he actually intended 


ſhould. be taken; but they were ſtill du- 


bious of him. Kelly then pretended to my 
Wife, that the Gentlemen of the Neigh- 
bourhood ſaid they would have him taken 
up, for entertaining her in his Houſe. She 
anſwered, ſhe would not have ſtay' d ſo long, 


he preſſed her ſo much; beſides ſhe had 


better Friends than him to entertain her, 
telling him at the ſame Time; that ſhe def- 
paired of ever ſeeing me, as I did not come 
or ſend to her before that Time, and that 
the really believed I was dead or gone to 
foreign Countries ; and at the ſame Time 
quitted his Houſe, and immediately after 

| | came 
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Lame to me with an Account how ſhe ſer- 
ved Kelly. . MES 
Hackett and Breen were out ſpying all 
this Time, and could get no account of any 
Booty worthy my Notice; ſome time after 
as Hackett, Bulger, and I were walking one 
Evening in @ Field near the-Ditch of the 
Kell's Road, and hearing the Noiſe of a 
Chair and ſome Horſemen coming along the 
Road, I deſired Hackett to go ſee if they 
had any Portmantuas, and if they had we 
would rob them; Hackett brought Word 
that there were three Ladies, two Gentle- 
men, and two Servants, one of the Gen- 
tlemen was Doctor Ye/ey of Tuam. We 
immediately leaped out on the Road crying 
out, Zouns ſtand and deliver, and imme- 
diately they ſtopped, and each of them 
gave me a ſmall Purſe; I then handed the 
Doctor out of the Chair, and aſked him 
had he no more Money than what was in 
that Purſe, he ſaid upon his Prieſthood he 
had not. I aſked the Servants how they 
lived on the Road, they ſaid: very well. I 
then told Mr. Veſey, that I did not think 
that there was Money enough in all the 
Purſes to bear their Expences to Tuam ;

at the ſame Time returned the Purſes, - 
| ing, that in Regard to his Knowledge

* I would not deprive him of his 


Money, then I took my leave of them, 


upon which Bulger and Hackett both ſaid, 


that they knew no reaſon why they ſhould 
run the Riſque of their Lives for no- 


thing; I 2 that it was not worth 


while to take ſuch a Trifle. We then 


went to Keau's Houſe, and were reſolved 


in a little Time alter to take the Turnpike 
Road, 


In a few Nights after; Balg er and 1 


| p walked to an Ale Houſe, and 8 655 for a 


Quart of Ale at the Door, at which Time 
I aſked the Boy that brought it, was there 
apy — in that Neighbourhood, pretend- 
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ing I came from Kilkenny to Fowl ; Stack 
who was at this Time in the Houſe, 


Hearing my Voice, came out, telling me 


that the People of the Houſe had ſome 
Knowledge of me, and that I had better 
go in, which. I accordingly did; Stack told 
me that he was obliged to fly, on account 
of ſome Plate that was fold to a Pedlar 
which was part of Mr. Driskcoll's Robbery, 
and that he had no Friend but me; that if 


I was not willing to entertain him any long- 


er in my Gang, fo get him five Pounds; and 
He would go immediately to England and 
follow his Trade (being a Shoe- maker). 1 
told him. if he would ſet a Gentleman on 
the Road for me, I would give him five 
Pounds, provided he would go to England 
as he ſud; Stack told us that he had a 


Friend one Philip Mc Guire who lived at 
Deans Fort, who kept an Ale-houſe, 
and who would give us good Entertain- 


ment, on which we concluded to meet him 


there the next Night; and we reſorted 


that Houfe Night and Day for a conſider- 


able Fime, watching to. ſee ſome Paſſen- 


gers going that Way, but meeting with 
none, we went to the Turnpike Road at 


ſevenof” the Clock in the Morning, where 


we waited in Sight of the Road till three in 


» ne 
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the Afternoon, and hearing Mr. Butler's 
Coach going by, we would not ſtop itz 
and concluded to wait for Strangers. 

At this Time Bulger was aſleep, but a- 
waking told me he dream'd, that the Soal 
of his Shoe fell off, which he ſaid was a 
bad. Omen, and deſired me to quit the 
Road that Day; I told him it was too early 
in the Day, and that I would not leave 
that Place till I had done ſomething remark- 
able in that Neighbourhood, In a little 
Time after I perceived two Gentlemen and 
a Seryant riding up, and the Gentlemen, 
armed, I then deſired Stack to go behind 
them on the Road, and that when he few. 
me come up to the Gentlemen to cry out 
Fire, and deſired Bylger to follow me. 1 
threw my Riding Coat over my Shoulders, 
with my Blunderbuſs under my Arm, and 
a Fuzee in my Hand, as if I was fowling, 
and leap'd out on the Road; the Servant 
who was Foremoſt thought to paſs me, up- 
on which I fired a Shot before the Horſe, 
and with the other Hand preſented my 
Blunderbuſs at the two Gentlemen (who 
were Meſſieurs Barret and Franklin) ſwear- 
ing if they did not immediately quit their 
Horſes and Arms, I would blow their 
Brains out, whereupon they quitted both; 
then 1 Barret (aid, ſurely I was not ; 
15 Aan 
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Freney, for he would not uſe Gentlemen in 


ſo rough a Manner. I told him I would uſe 
all People fo who carried Arms againſt me. 
He ſwore that it was not againſt me he car- 
ried Arms, but for fear any other Perſon 
ſhould attempt to rob him in my Name, 
ſwearing he did not intend to make the 


leaſt Reſiſtance againſt me. I then deſired 


him to tell any Gentleman of his Acquain- 


tance whom he ſhould meet riding that 


Way armed againſt me, that he would 
meet with the like Uſage. Bulger and 
Stack imagined me to be killed, thinking it 


was one of the Gentlemen that fired the 


Shot, and did not come up till they were 
convinced that I got the better of the Gen- 
tlemen; then they came running 7 

then compelled the Gentlemen to go from 
off the Road into a loneſome Place, ſaying 


it was time for me to reckon their Money, 
upon which they delivered me their Watch- 


es and Money. Stack ſaid, that Mr. 
Franklin had more Money in his Boots, but 
J told the Son of a Whore, that he did not 
come in Time to know what he had, de- 
- firing him to hold his Tongue, and to mind 
the Horſes, and carry away the Portman- 

tua, for that 1 would keep Mr. Barret's 
Horſe. I detain'd the Gentlemen till Night- 
fall telling them, if any other Paſſengers 
came by, they ſhould have — * 
us 
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but ſeeing no Body coming, Ikept one of 
the Horſes to carry the Portmantua, and 
alſo kept Mr. Barret's Piſtols. Mr. Barret 
requeſted a Pair of Gold Locket Buttons 
belonging to his Wife which were in the 
Purſe I took from him, upon which I re- 
turned him the Buttons, ſaying that I 
would not deprive him of any Thing be- 
longing to her; he alſo told me there were 
Papers of Conſequence in his Portmantua, 
and he would fend me ten Guineas to ran- 
ſom them to any Place I pleaſed to appoint z - 
| told him I would not appoint any Place, 
but that when he had ſent the Money to that 
Neighbourhood, I would be informed of it 
if I was twenty Miles diſtant, and would 
return his Horſe, Portmantua and Papers, 
on Receipt of the ten Guineas, upon which 
we parted good Friends. Bulger, Stack and 
l, went to Burut- Church Grove, and divid- 
ed the Spoil. I told Bulger and Stach 
I would carry the Portmantua to the 
Mountains, and hide it, deſiring them if 
any Meſſenger came from Mr. Barret, to 
ſend me Word to the Mountains, and 
would come immediately to him. I then 
went to the Mountains, and went to Dy- 
art td the Houſe of one John Brin whom 
I asked, could I remain in his Houſe till 
Night; he faid he was afraid to let me in- 
ts his Houle, there being ſo many _ 
avout 
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about that Place, and ſaid that he would 
inſtantly go and inform the Lord Carrick 
that he ſaw me. I deſired him to go to the 
D---1 and rode away, and hid the Portman- 
tua in a Break near Brien s Houſe, and af- 
terwards met a Friend, whom I told where 
I hid it, and deſired him to bury it in a 
Sand- pit. As I was riding a- croſs the 
Mountains Phelan who was one of the 
Spies ſaw- me, and immediately went and 
told the Enemy, ſaying that he took Mea- 
ſyre of the 'Horſe*s Track, and he could 
diſtinguith it among an hundred Tracks. I 
was ſuſpicious at this Time I would be pur- 
ſued, therefore rode a great way a-head, and 
afterwards turned round another way to 
baffle the Enemy if they were even in Pur- 
ſuit. It growing late I went to the Houſe 
of a School-maſter whom I was informed, 
fold Drink in the Mountains, -and told him 
_ Feame from the County of Wexford ' to 

Fowl, and that I met a Gentleman an Ac- 
quaintance of mine to whom I gave what 
Faw] I had kill'd, and wiſhed I had part of 


. them at that Time, As I was hungry I got 


ſome, Mutton Chops: and ſome Ale in the 
Houſe, and told the Landlord that I would 
go to Res that Night, upon which Ivode 
towards Enniſteague, and getting over the 
River  Nare, I went to the Mountains of 

. Crague, 
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Crague, and there remained for ſome Time, 


and was informed that there was one Ivory 


and one Headen, and ſeveral other Spies 


after me in that Neighbourhood ; therefore 
I quitted that Place, and went to the 
Neighbourhood of Burnt-Church to enquire 


for Bulger and Stack, whom I ſoon met; 


then Bulger, Stack and I; went to Philip 
Mc Guire's Houſe, to the Neighbourhood of 
Deans Fort, and from thence. Bulger and I 
went to Kean's, promiſing to meet Stack 
the next Night, where the four Roads part- 
ed at Garvine. We accordingly met, and 
went from thence again to Philip Mc Guire's 


Houſe where we ſupped, and had a Bowl 
of Punch; whenever I came to that Houſe 


I gave the Boy half a Crown to watch A- 


broad unknown to Philip, charging him to 


give me Notice if he ſaw any People com- 


ing near the Houſe ; Philip at this Time be- 
tray*d me to one Mr. Blunt in Kilkenny, and 


whilſt I was in the Houſe, ſent a Meſſenger 


to Kilkenny to inform Mr. Blunt I was at 
that Time in the Houſe, and deſired him to 
bring a Party of Men to take me immedi- 


ately. Mr. Blunt came accordingly, ac- 
companied by fourteen Men armed. In 


the mean Time Philip coming into the 

Room, I laid my Hand on his Forehead, and 
locking ſtrait in his Face, ſaid he may be a 
: 0 Ply , t ; | G | | - 
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very honeſt Man, but he looked ſupici- 
dus. Some Time after Bulger went to- 
wards the Street Door, and the Boy who 
was abroad on the Watch came in, and 
ſaid there were a Number of Men coming 
up to the Houſe, which he believed were 
Enemies, upon which I immediately aroſe, 
and took up Bulger's and my own Arms, 
which Philip ſeeing, he ſaid he would go to 
the Door, but I would not let him go, ſay- 
ing I would go along with him; and Pbilip 
and I going to the Door, there were four 
ots fired at our going out, one of which 
_ hot off Philip's Arm. I then obſerved a 
Shot fired from the End of the Houſe out 
of the Haggard, and then imagining that 
as the Shot was fired from that Part, it was 
the ſafeſt Place for me to Face ; to which 
I accordingly did, and in running to the 
. Haggard Wall to leap over it, my Breeches 
burſted behind, which occaſioned me to 
throw away a Blunderbuſs and a Caſe of 
Piſtols, and was obliged to put one of my 
Hands behind to hold up my Breeches; the 
Enemy fired three Shots at me as I was go- 
ing over the Wall, but I eſcaped them all, 
as alſo did Stack, who was with me, and 
got ſafe into the Haggard, and from thence 
into a fallow Field outſide the Haggard. 
Bulger who was all this Time in the 
| "57, wh | Kitchen, 
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Kitchen, intended to get out undiſcovered, 
finding the Enemy ſo intent upon firing at 


me Abroad, and at length finding I made 
my Eſcape he ventured out ; but there were 
ſome Shots fired at him, and one of the 
Balls grazed the Back of his Neck, which 
did him no harm. In the mean Time I 
pulled off my Breeches and whiſtled, 
wondering where Bulger was, upon which 
the Enemy rode off, and Bulger got off a 
.contrary Way; Stack and I went- towards 
Tullamain near Callen to a Friend of Stack*s, 
whoſe Name was Welſb, and from thence 


we ſent Welſb to Kineehan's to Burnt-Church 


to enquire about Bulger, and know the 
_ Treaſon why he parted us. Bulger came to 
us, and faid he did not know which way 


we went, I then aſked him why he did'not 


come up when he heard the Shots fired ; he 
ſaid that he imagined Stack and I were 


taken, and he thought his Preſence could 


be of no uſe to us; we remained there 
for ſome Time, and I went from thence to 
the Mountains, promiſing to meet Bulger 
and Stack at Welſb's Houle in ten Days af- 
ter, or that they ſhould hear from me if I 
did not come in Perſon. Iremained for two 
or three Days in the Mountains in the 
Neighbourhood of Mung, at one oy 
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1 and came from that to Carrigmour- 
va Hill, and intended getting over the 
River. Nore and going further into the 
Mountain, I faw ſeveral of the Army of 
Kilkenny ſearching Grenan Wood for me, 
and was informed that they were brought in 
Purſuit of me by Mr. Aribur Buſbe. I imme- 
diately rode = the Top of Brandon Jill, 
where I could ſee them at two Miles di- 
ſtance all round me, where I thought my. 
ſelf ſafe, as I could be in the County of 
Cat berlough before the Enemy could be at 
the Top of the Hill. I ſaw a Man at a 
diſtance who called out to me to know if I 
could give him any Intelligence of a Horſe 
hat ſtrayed from him, I anſwered, and 
ſaid that 1 could if he came nearer to me, 
and deſired him to come to me, and 
that I would give him the beſt account I 
could of him.; he accordingly came and 1 
told. him if he went to the Top of the 
Hill he could ſee his Horſe, if he was any 
where within two Miles round him; he ſaid, 
he was there before, upon which I faid, if 
he was, he ſhould go there again, telling 
him at the ſame Time who I was, and that 
Iwas purſued, and if the Purſuers met him 
they might force him to tell he ſaw me. Lin- 
ſiſted that he would remain with me on the 
Top of the Hill till we ſaw whether the 
| Enemy 
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Enemy came that Way or not, I would 
reward him for his Trouble, which he 


conſented to, and we remained on the Top 
of the Hill till Night-fall. 


I ſtay'd in and about Brandon Hill till 


I got Intelligence that the Army were gone 


back to Kilkenny, from thence I went to 
Tullamain to Welſb's Houſe, and there re- 
mained for ſome Fime with Bulger and 
Stack, and from thence Bulger, Stack and 
1, went towards Callen, where I had In- 


telligence that there was a Woman who 


had a Letter for me, enquiring for me in 
ſeveral Places about the Neighbourhood, 

whom I immediately judged to be a Spy, 
who in Fact was one, and was ſent by Coun- 


fellor Robbins, and Colonel Morris, thinking 


by that Means to find out what part of the 
eee I was in. Some time after 1 
was informed there were Spies from K/ken- 
ny, and that my Lord Carrick had ſeveral 
Spies out after me, upon which | kept wide 
of that part of the Neighbourhood, where 
1 was told the Spies were fixed, and hearing 


there was a Gentleman receiving Rent 


in Grace'sPariſh, Bulger ſaid he had a Friend 


in that Neighbourhood who would ſet the 


Gentleman. We got Horſes, and the Night 


being cold, ſtormy and wet, Stack deſpaired 


of ever getting the better of that Night S .

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When we came to Bulger's Friend he in- 
Fe us, that the Gentleman was not 
come to that Neighbourhood, upon which 
we turned back to the Neighbourhood of 
Burnt- Church, and Stack ſwore he would 
rather work ſeven Years at his Trade than 
undergo the Fatigue of ſuch another Night. 
We ſoon after met Hacket who ſaid, that 
he would not venture to ſtay any longer in 
that Country, as there were ſo many Spies, 
that it was impoſſible for him to eſcape 
them, and ſaid that he would go to ſome 
remote part of the Kingdom, and take 
a Houſe and Garden, and work la- 
bouring Work, but that he would fix 
himſelf in a Neighbourhood where there 
were a good many rich Gentlemen and 
Quakers, and would ſet ſome of them 
for us, and when he had done ſo would 
return to us with word if we lived 
till his Return, which he ſaid would be in 
three or four Months. I then told Hacket 
that he had better ſtay, and that we would 
go to ſome Town where we would get ſome 

Money, for that there was none to be had 


in the Country, but he would by no means 
conſent, whereupon he departed. 
Soon after I was told that Thomas Hou- 

laban went to the North in order to take 
- ſhipping for New England, and was there 
taken, and was alſo informed that James 


V bolohan and Caleb- Braſs took * 
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and went to Newfoundland, and had fur- 
ther Information that one Margaret Brown 
gave Examinations againſt Martin Millea, 1 
John Fitz-Ferald, two - Brothers of the þ 
Gauls and one Power, upon which they 
were all taken and committed to Kilkenny N 
Goal. In ſome Time after Breen came and [| 
told us that there was one Edward Forſkall | 
in the Town of Kilkenny, whom his Spy. \ | 
aſſured him had three hundred Pounds in 
his Houſe, upon which we went to the 
Town of Kilkenny in the dead Time of the 
Night well armed, and coming to the 1 
Houſe, we light our Candles, and breaking 4 
open a Window with a Sledge, I ſent Sack . 
and Breen into the Houſe, giving them a 
Charge to behave courageous that Night. 
Bulger and I ftood Sentry, and finding 
that Breen and Stack did not do their Buſt- 
. neſs effectually, I ſent Bulger in, who was 
not long in the Houſe before they got fifty 
Guineas with ſome Plate and Rings. We 
quitted the Houſe: and went to Vind Gap 
Road, and from thence to Maddig flown, 
where we got over the River Nore in a Bot, 
and went from thence to Walls Lough, to 
the Houſe of one Keane, where we divided 
the Booty; ſome Time after I was inform- 
ed that Stagg would betray me, whereupon 
I gave him twenty Pound, a Silver Watch, 
anda new Suit of Cloaths, deſiring him to

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go to Englaud, and do for himſelf, upon 
which he went as far as Dublin, there ſpent 
the Money, and returned again to the 
County of Kilkenny, where he was encou- 
_ y the Gentlemen to ſet Bulger and 
He told the Gentlemen, that he 
. not prejudice Bulger, as he was a 
near Relation of his, but that if I would 


admit him again into my Company he 


would take an Opportunity of ſhooting me 
when I was aſleep. He often attempted to 


ſet me, but to no Purpoſe, as I went out 


of that. Neighbourhood. 

In the mean Time Kenny returned from 
En gland, and was not long at home, be- 
fo he went with Stack and Bulger to the 
Widow. Doyle's Houſe at Deſart, and rob- 
bed her of a Blanderbuſs, ſome Guns, and 


_ Piſtols, and in a little Time after Stach was 
taken and ſent to Kilkenny Goal. Soon af- 
ter ſent a Meſſenger to Help, to Jul a- 


main, to ſend me ſome Accounts from that 


Neigbourhood, who: ſent me Word, that 
Stack was taken, and deſired me not to 
come into that Country, for that all Stack's 


Friends were ſtriving to ſet me, thinking 
thereby, that Sack would be ſaved, and 
they were daily inſinuating Bulger to be- 


tray me, and alſo ſent me Word that Bul- 
"cat Father and twoWhoyes: Wagener he kept, 


Were 
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were 3 adviſing him to Cell me, 


F ſaying, that by fo doing he would get his 


Pardon, and they would ſend to ſet Hackett, 
and have him 0 by which Means Stack 
would. be pardoned. Welſb alſo ſent me 
Word not to go nigh Burnt-Church, but 
that if I had an Inclination I may come 
privately to his Houſe, and remain there un- 
diſcovered; 


Sometime after Bulger, Breen, ind Ken. 


ny, went to Tullamain to Welſb's Houle,- 
and aſked him, could he give any 1 
of me, Welt anſwered; they had a better 
Right to know where I was than he, upon 
which they ſaid, they were at a great Loſs 
for a Man, as they were going to rob one 
Kenny of Cullen; at length they prevailed- 
upon "Well to go with them® to rob Mr. 
Kenny, whom they robbed of a ſmall Sum, 
and returned to Yelſp's Houſe. Sometime 
after Kenny was taken in the Neighbour- 
hood of Burnt-Church, and committed to 
Kilkenny Goal, which made me apprehen- 
tive, that Kenny would diſcover ' of Melſß, 
and that Yelfj to extricate himſelf might 
ſet me; therefore I kept from his Houſe, nor 
did I hold any Correſpondence with him 
for a conſiderable Time after; in the mean 
Time the Earl of Beſboroug 2 and Colonel 
Morris, Tent. me Word, that if I would 
7M 5 . . 
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ſet Bulger and Breen, and ſurrender myſelf 
to them, they would get me a Pardon. I 
ſent them back Word, that I never would 
ſurrender upon thoſe Terms, for I would 
not ſet Bulger, and that I would ſurrender 
myſelf upon no other Terms than with a 
Proviſoe, Firſt, To give Bulger and Breen, 
publick Notice, to quit the Kingdom. 
They ſent me Word back again to meet 
them upon Honour, in a Grove near the 
Earl's Houſe. I accordingly went to the 
Grove, at ten of the Clock at Night, accom- 
panied by one Kelly, whom I ſent into the 
Houſe to let his Lordſhip know T waited on 
him, but he brought meWord that my Lord 
was in Bed, and that Colonel Morris went 
away before Night, upon which 1 rode away. 
__ Counſellor Robbins having very ſoon af- 
terwards, came to the Country from Dub- 
bn, being the Spring, 1748-9, I procured to 
be ſent to him the following Articles, which 
I undertook to Perform if he would get me 
pardoned. 

* Firſt, That I would diſcover of a Ain

Fifthly, I would keep the Country clear 
for the future. 

Sixthly, I would put him in a. Method 
of Convicting Tim Doyle, a noted Cow- 
ſealer, and Receiver of ſtollen Goods. 
Counſellor Robbins on reading them ſaid, 
they would not do; and that unleſs I ſub- 
| mitted to perform the two following Arti- 
cles, which he wrote; at the Foot of the 
former, ones he would ſpare no Pains or Ex- 
pence to take me. The two added Articles 
were as follow : -<

- "ws thoſe Actional Articles were 
br rought to me, I declared I would not ſub- 
mit to them às they ſtood, and ſent him 
Word ſo, by the Perſon he gave leave to 
g0 . us. He ſent me Word he 
would not ſpare any of them, and would 
take ſuch Steps as he thought Feoper to do 
their Work and mine too. 

I knew his "Temper and Reſohition- too 
well to hope or Ade he would deſiſt from 
What he had determined on, and therefore 
as he was in a very few Days to ſet out 
for the Munſter Circuit, J ſent the Meſſen- 
ger to him to tell him, I would ſubmit to 
all, but the betraying of Bulger, and that 
F choſe rather to die myſelf rather than be- 
tray him. The Counſellor told the Meſ- 
ſenger that was a Matter he was more 
firmly determined to be complied with 
than any of the others; for he was well aſ- 
ſured by his Spies, that Bulger had at ſe- 
veral Times propoſed to alley and mur-- 
der him, who firſt began the hot Purſuit. 
after them, and had ſpirited up all the 
Neighbours to join in the Purſuit, and 
therefore nothing but the Murdering f 
him would intimidate the reſt from perfift: 
wg in their „ he heard I always 


oppoſed 
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| oppoſed heirs done ; therefore he choſe 
to give me the Preference of being ſaved, 
rather than Bulger, who he Aired the 
Meſſenger, was then in Treaty with Cap- 
tain Wemys, and others to betray. me. I 
ſtill refuſed to comply, and the Counſellor 
went the Circuit, but deſired his Friends 
and Spies to- be on the watch for me, as he 
was ſatisfied, I and my Party. would more 
readily venture into that Part of the Coun- 
try when he was abſent, than when he was 
preſent ;. but L took Care not to go near 
chat Part unleſs it were to ride n 
een it: well armed. 

On the Counſellor's Return from Cir- 
euit, I ſent again to him to let him know, 
that if he releaſed me from the betraying of 
Zulger, F would do other Services —_ 
would make amends for that, but he would 
' not; and then being informed, that he was 
toſet off for Dublin, on the cighth of April 
1749, was reſolved to: ſubmit to his 
*Ferms,. if he ſtill continued inflexible; and 
on the Meſſenger's endeavouring to prevail | 
on him, he grew angry, and bid the Meſ- 
ſenger take care of - herſelf after twen- 
ty-four- Hours, for he would leave his 
Warrant for dpprehending and committing 
her, and be very angry with thoſe he en- 

Lone gag in his Abſence, if they. did not ap- 
a prehend 
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prehend me, her and the reſt. On which 
the Meſſenger promiſed him I ſhould ſub- 
mit, and undertook that Bulger ſhould be 
ſet for him or his Party, as well as the reſt. 
He then told the Meſſenger he would not 
make any Promiſes, as I was Proclaimed, 
without the Leave and Conſent of the 
Government, whom he would wait on the 
next Monday Morning, and if they eonſent- 
ed, he would write to his Agent in the 
Country to. inform me of it, and to cor- 
reſpond with: me in Setting ane Htieles 
fulfilled. | 

Aocerdingly the che went to Dub- 
iin, and related what he had done to Lord 
Carrick, who was then in Dublin, and they 
both on Monday Morning the tenth of A. 
pril, waited on the Lords Juſtices, and laid 
the before- mentioned written Articles be- 
fore them, which they approved of and 
conſented to grant me my Pardon on my 
Fulfilling the Articles; and the Lords Juſ- 
tices at the ſame Time enjoined Lord Car- 
rick, and Counſellor Robbins, to keep the 
Affair a Secret from every Body, leaſt it 
might take wind, and diſable me from hav- 
ing the others taken before I ſurrendered. 
They promiſed the Lords juſtices not to 
communicate it to any one but Mr, Fitz- 
cp the 8 's Agent, WhO was to 


correſ- 
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ck with me privately, and was alſo 
enen to keep it quite ſecret. 

The Counſellor the next Poſt wrote Mr. 
F itz-gerald an Account, what paſſed, and 
that Lord Carrick and he were enjoined to 
Secrecy, and had promiſed his not diſclo- 
| ſing it to any Body. Mr. Fitz: gerald ſent 
for me, and we met privately ; I promiſed 
to perform, and ſincerely intended it, ex- 
cept as to the betraying of Bulger, which I 
own I thought to avoid doing. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald and I agreed, that the beſt Scheme 
to do the Work quickly, would be to fix 
on robbing ſome Houſe, and give Mr. 
An era Notice of the Night, that he 
might be ready with fifteen diſbanded So 
diers, whom Counſellor Robbins had a lit- 
tle before planted out on his Eſtate, to 
ſurprize us all together in the Houſe we 
propoſed to rob. Some time after I went 


to find out Bulger and Breen, whom I met 
at Clonmore, near Kilkenny, and there we 


Temained that Day at aFriend's Houſe of 
Breen's. But not thinking ourſelves ſafe 
there, we parted Preen, telling him that he 
would ſee us in two or three Days after at 
Welſb's Houſe, and at our parting, Breen 
told us, he would ſoon quit that Neighbour- 
hood, ſaying, he would go fifty Miles off, 
2 take a Houſe where he ſaid: Bulger and 


I could 
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I could remain with ſafety; and deſired us 
to ſend him Word if Hackett was come 
back, and he would go and live near Hack- 
et 's, where we could live with Pleaſure be- 
tween the two Houſes. I anſwered, that it 
was a good Thought, and when Hackett 
came I would ſend him Word, repoſing as 
T pretended, a great deal of Confidence in 
him. 

Then Bulger deſired that I would go with 
him to the Neighbourhood of Burnz-Church, 
hut I denied going, being under ſome Appre- 
henſions of him, on what Counſellor Robbins 
told the Meſſenger, who went between us, 
upon which we concluded going. towards 
-Eallen. At this Time Breen ſent off a Meſ- 
ſenger to Kilkenny, to inform Mr. Evans, 
the Mayor, that he had Bulger and Freney 
ſet, as he had' before agreed with the May- 
@r to do, and for a Certainty of what he 
ſaid, he ſent a Gold Watch of mine, which 
* had by the Meſſenger. a 

As Bulger and I were going along the 
Turnpike Road, the Enemy were planted 
Before us; as: Breen well knew the Road 
e would take, but did not appear to us, 
imagining they had better wait till they had 
got us into a Houſe, as they were convinced 
that Breen knew our Haunts. The Ene-

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who pretended to be drunk, but I no ſooner 
ſaw him than I told Bulger he was a Spy, 
and I went into the Ditch for fear he ſhould: 


ſee what Arms I had, and ſent Bulger a 


Piece of the Way with him; he often, 
ſwore that we ſhou!d go drink with him, 
ſaying, he was a Butcher, thinking thereby 
to get us to an Ale-houſe, that the Enemy 
might the-readier take us; but we quitted 
him and went to 7 ullamain; for I was uns 
willing that any but Lord .Carrick's Party 
ſhould take any of the Gang, as his Lord> 
ſhip had applied to the Government on m 

Behalf; and on the Way told Bulger, that 
we had: no right to go. to Welſp's Houſe, as 


Kenny was in Goal, and knew our Haunts, 


and den that Welſh might be in Dread 


of Kenny's. diſcovering he was a Party in 


the Robbery of Mr. Kenny of Callen, and 
on that Account, Welſb might betray us. 
Bulger ſaid, we had no Occaſion to remain 
long at Welſp? 8, for he had a Friend with- 
in three Miles of e's Houle, . who 
would entertain us, and there remain with 
Safety. --/: ; 

We then went to Welſh": 5 8 with a 


View not to make any Delay there, but 


taking a Glaſs extraordinary after Supper, 
Bulger fell aſleep. Welſb in the mean time 
told me, his Houſe was the ſafeſt Place I 


could 
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could get in that Neighbourhood, and 
while I remained there, I would be very 
ſafe, provided that no Perſon knew of my 
coming there, (I had not acquainted him 
that Breen knew of our coming that Way.) 
I told Welſb, that as Bulger was aſleep, I 
would not go to Bed till Morning, upon 
which elf and I ſtaid up all Night, and 
in the Morning 7/1 ſaid, that he and his 
Wife had a Call to Calleu, it being Market- 
Day. About nine of the Clock I went and 
awoke Bulger, deſiring him to get up and 
guard me whilſt I ſlept, as I guarded him 


| all Night, he ſaid he would, and then 1 


went to bed, charging him to watch clofe, 

for fear we ſhould be ſurpriz d. I put my 
Blunderbuſs and two Cale of Piſtols under 
my Head and ſoon fell faſt aſſeep. In two 
Hours after the Servant Girl of the Houſe 
feeing an Enemy coming into the Yard, 
ran up to the Room where we-were, and 
faid that there were a hundred Men com- 
mg into the Yard, upon which Bulger im- 
mediately awoke me, and taking up a Blun- 
derbuſs he fir'd a Shot towards the -Door, 
which wounded Mr. Burge/s, one of the 
Sheriffs of Kilkenny, of which Wound he 
died. They concluded to ſet the Houſe on 
Fire about us, which they accordingly did

upon which I took my Fuzee in one Hand, 


and a Piſtol in the other, and Bulger did the 


like, and as we came out of the Door we 


fir'd on both Sides, imagining it to be the 


beſt Method of diſperſing the Enemy, who 


were on both Sides of the Door. We got 


thro' them, but they fir'd after us, and as 


Bulger was leaping over a Ditch, he re- 
ceived a Shot in the Small of his Leg, 


which rendered him incapable of running; 
but getting into a Field, where I had the 
Ditch between me and the Enemy, I ſtill 


walked ſlowly with Bulger, till I thought 


the Enemy were within Shot of the Ditch, 


and then wheeled back to the Ditch,” 


and. preſented my Fuzee at them, they 


all drew back, and went for their Horſes: 


to ride round us, as the Field was wide 
and open, and without Cover, except the 
Ditch, When I diſcover'd their Intention, 


I ſtood in the Middle of the Field, and one- 
of the Gentlemen's Servants (there were. 
fourteen in Number) rode foremoſt towards 
me, upon which I told the Son of a Whore 


J believed he had nd more than five Pounds 
a Year from his Mafter, and that I would 


put him in ſuch a Condition, that his wh 


ter would not maintain him afterwards; 
Inch he anſwer'd, that he had' no View of 
doing 
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doing us any Harm, but that he was com- | 
manded by his Maſter to ride ſo near us; 
and then immediately rode back to the Ene- 
my, who were coming up towards him. 
They rode almoſt within Shot of us, and I 
obſerv'd they intended to ſurround us in 
the Field, and prevent me from having Re- 
courſe to the Ditch again. Bulger was at 
this time ſo bad with the Wound, that he 
could not go one Step without leaning on 
my Shoulder. At length feeing the Ene- 
my coming within Shot of me, T laid down 
my Fuzee, and ſtripped off my Coat and 
Waiſtcoat, and running towards them, cry'd 
aut, you Sons of Whores, come on, and 
Iwill blow. your Brains aut, on which they 
turrad back, and then I walked eaſy to tlie 
Place where I left my Cloaths, and put 
them on, and Bulger and I walked leiſurely 
ſome Diſtance further. Fhe Enemy came 
a a ſecond Time, and I occaſion'd them to 
draw back as before, and then we walked 
to Lord De/art's Deer-Park Wall. I got 
upon the Wall and help'd Bulger up, the 
Enemy who ftill purſued. us, though not 
within Shot, ſeeing: us on the Wall, one 
of them fir d a Random Shot at us to no 
Purpoſe. We got ſafe over the Wall, and 
went from nes into my Lord Now Y 


5 Wood, where Bulger ſaid he would remain, 


| thinking it a ſafe Place; but I told him that 


he would be ſafer any where elſe, for that 
the Army of Kilkenny and Callen would be 
ſoon about the Wood, and that he would 
be taken if he ſtaid there. Beſides, as I 
was very averſe to. betraying him at all, I 
could not bear the Thought of his being 
taken in my Company oy any Party but 
Lord Carrick's. Then I brought him 
about half a Mile beyond the Wood, 
and left him there in a Break of Briars, 
and looking towards the Wood, I faw it 
ſurrounded by the Army. There was a 
Cabbin near the Place where I fixed Bu/ger, 
he ſaid he would go to it at Night, and 
would ſend for ſome of his Friends to take 
Care of him. It was then about two of 
the Clock, and we were four Hours go- 
ing to that Place, which was about two 
Miles from Welſb's Houſe. Imagining that 
there were Spies fixed on all the Fords and 
by-Roads between that Place and the 
Mountain, I went towards the Bounds of 


the County of Tipperary, where I arriv'd 
about Night-fall, and going into a Cabbin, 


I aſked whether there was any Drink fold 
near that Place? The Man of the Houſe 
ſaid there was not, 1 as I was very much 
fangued- 
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fatigued, I ſat. down, and there —'ey 
| myfalf, with what the Cabbin afforded. 
I then beg'd of the Man to ſell me a Pair 

-of his Brogues and Stockings as I was bare- 

footed, which he accordingly did. I quitted. 


the Houſe and went through Kimfheenah 


and to Poulacoppell, and having ſo many 


horns in my Feet, I was oblig'd again 


to go bare-footed, and went to Sleedeelagh, 
-and through the Welfb Mountains, till I 
came within four Miles of Z/aterford, and 
going into a Cabbin, the Man of the 
Houſe took eighteen Thorns out of the 
Soals of my Feet, and I remained in and 
ou that Place for ſome Time after.

At the following Aſſizes, when J had got 
a new Pardon, Roberts was again try'd for 
receiving the Tankard, Ladle and Silver 
Spoons from me, knowing them to be 


ſtollen, and was convicted and executed. 


At the ſame Aſſizes, John Reddy, my In- 
ſtructor, and Michael Millea, were alſo tried, 
convicted and executed. 

Then Lord Carrick and Counſellor Rob- 


bins, in order to enable me, with my Fa- 


mily to quit this Kingdom, propoſed a 
Subſcription to be ſet a-foot, in order to 
raiſe a Sum of Money for that Purpoſe ; 
and it accordingly was, but the Gentle- 


men of the Country refuſed to contribute, - 
and therefore that Scheme came to nothing. 


Therefore to enable me to quit a Kingdom 
which is tired of me, and which I do not 


chuſe to live in, if I can avoid it, I have

been adviſed to try whether the Publica- 
tion of my paſt Life, will enable me to take 
| . myſelf and my Family to ſome Foreign 
Country, and try to earn our Bread in 
ſome induſtrious Way, and hope the Ser-
